HEALTH  OF  THE  COMBINED  DISTRICT 

OF  WEST  SUSSEX- 


POPULATION. 

The  combined  District  is  formed  at  the  present  time  by  the  union 
of  eight  rural  with  four  urban  districts. 

The  combination,  when  originally  created  in  1874,  was  made  up  of 
five  rural  and  three  urban  districts.  Midliurst  joined  in  1876  and 
Westbourne  in  1880,  thus  making  seven  rural  districts. 

At  the  end  of  1894  Steyning  was  divided  into  two  rural  portions, 
thus  raising  the  number  to  eight.  West  Worthing  was  united  to 
Worthing  in  1890,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  urban  districts  to  two, 
while  Arundel  joined  in  1882,  and  Horsham  in  1891,  thus  raising  the 
number  to  four. 

For  comparative  purposes,  the  population  of  all  the  present  twelve 
districts  is  here  given  at  each  of  the  last  four  census  periods,  and  also 
the  number  estimated  as  living  in  each  area  in  the  middle  of  1897.

The  combined  district,  when  it  was  originally  formed  in  1874,  had 
an  estimated  population  of  74,797  ;  the  estimate  for  the  middle  of  1897 
is  reckoned  as  123,160,  an  increase  of  48,363  persons,  or  64'65  per  cent. 


The  growth  of  the  district  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  an  in¬ 
creased  area  whereby  more  persons  come  within  the  combination. 

Horsham  was  a  rural  district  in  1871,  the  urban  portion  not  being 
formed  until  1875;  it  was  withdrawn  from  the  combination  in  1877, 
and  it  again  entered  it  in  1891. 


In  1874  there  were  five  rural  districts  with  a  population  estimated 
at  62,840;  in  1875,  part  of  Horsham  parish  was  formed  into  an  Urban 
District  with  a  population  estimated  at  6,500  ;  in  1876,  Midhurst  Rural 
District  joined  the  combination  with  13,500  persons;  in  1876,  part  of 
Broadwater  Parish  with  about  600  persons  was  transferred  from  the 
East  Preston  Rural  District  to  the  Worthing  Urban  District ;  in 
1880,  Westbourne  Rural  District  was  included  in  the  combination  with 
7,420  ;  in  1880,  Crawley  Parish,  with  a  population  of  451,  was  trans¬ 
ferred  from  East  Grinstead  Rural  District  to  Horsham  Rural  District ; 
so  that  at  the  census  of  1881  the  seven  rural  districts  contained  a 
population  of  79,040. 


In  October  1890,  the  rural  portion  of  Heene  Parish,  with  150 
persons,  was  transferred  to  Worthing  Urban  District ;  this  was  the 
only  change  during  the  decade,  and  the  rural  population  at  the  census 
of  1891  was  83,400,  showing  an  increase  of  4,360  persons  over  1881,  or 
5‘5  per  cent.  During  this  period,  Steyning,  Horsham,  East  Preston, 
and  Midhurst  Districts  had  increased,  while  Petworth,  Thakeham,  and 
Westbourne  Districts  had  decreased  in  population. 


There  were  131  parishes  in  these  seven  rural  districts,  excluding 
Heene,  at  the  census  of  1891.  In  seven  of  these  parishes  the  increase 
during  the  decade  amounted  to  4,602  persons ;  in  the  whole  rural  area, 
had  Heene  been  left  in,  the  increase  would  have  been  4,510  (=  4,360 
+  150).  Since  there  had  been  no  other  change  in  the  area,  these 
figures  show  that  in  the  remaining  124  parishes,  the  population  had 
decreased  by  92  ;  in  all  these  parishes  the  numbers  were  stationary  or 
declining.

In  the  autumn  of  1893,  the  parish  of  Aldrington  with  about  2,600 
persons  was  transferred  from  the  Steyning  Rural  District  to  Hove 
Urban  District,  and  at  the  end  of  1894  the  parish  of  Cowfold  with  945 
persons  was  transferred  from  the  Cuckfield  Rural  District  to  the 
Horsham  Rural  District. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  parishes  of  Portslade,  South  wick,  West 
Tarring,  Horsham  (North),  and  Ifield  during  the  past  five  years  has 
raised  the  rural  population  in  the  middle  of  1897  to  85,790,  an  estb 
mated  number  of  2,390  in  excess  of  those  enumerated  in  1891.  The 
growth  during  the  three  years,  1895-97  was  very  marked  in  all  the 
towns  along  the  south  coast  from  Hove  to  Worthing,  and  also  in 
Littlehampton.  In  Horsham  Rural  District  a  considerable  increase 
is  now  going  on,  but  in  the  other  rural  districts  there  is  no  marked 
change.  Steyning  District  was  divided  at  the  end  of  1894,  so  that 
since  that  year  there  have  been  eight  rural  districts. 

Tn  1874,  there  were  three  urban  districts  with  a  population 
estimated  at  11,957  ;  aided  by  a  transference  of  600  persons  from 
Broadwater  to  Worthing  in  1876,  the  numbers  in  1881  were  ascertained 
to  be  15,591,  due  chiefly  to  the  rapid  growth  of  Worthing,  West 
Worthing,  and  Littlehampton,  for  at  the  census  of  1871,  the  number  of 
persons  in  these  thine  areas  was  10,955  ;  the  increase  during  the  decade 
was  4,636,  or  42’3  per  cent. 

Arundel  Urban  District,  with  2,748  persons,  joined  the  combina¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  1882,  and  the  Borough  of  Worthing  was  created  in 
1890,  whereby  the  two  urban  districts  of  Worthing  and  West  Worthing 
were  merged  into  one,  and  the  rural  part  of  Heene  with  150  persons 
was  also  included.  At  the  census  of  1891,  the  population  of  the  three 
urban  districts,  Worthing,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  was  ascertained 
to  be  23,702,  an  increase  of  8,111  over  1881,  or  52‘2  per  cent.,  but  1 8 *6 
per  cent,  of  this  increase  was  due  to  the  enlarged  area. 


At  the  end  of  December,  1891,  the  Horsham  Urban  District  with 
a  population  of  8,087  joined  the  combination,  thus  raising  the  urban 
numbers  to  about  31,800,  since  which  time  there  has  been  a  steady 
growth  in  Worthing,  Horsham,  and  Littlehampton,  while  in  Arundel 
the  population  remains  stationary.  The  urban  population  in  the  middle 
of  1897  is  estimated  at  37,370,

The  rural  districts  have  a  much  larger  proportion  of  small  houses 
than  the  towns,  and  the  number  living  in  each  house  is  diminishing  ; 
this  is  partly  due  to  the  declining  birth-rate  and  partly  to  the  rural 
exodus.  In  a  portion  of  the  Steyning  District,  where,  as  at  Portslade, 
the  population  is  of  a  semi-urban  character,  there  were  5 ‘23  persons  to 
a  house  in  1891  ;  in  Petworth  and  Westbourne,  there  were,  in  1891, 
only  4’71  and  4-67  persons  in  each  house,  and  in  each  of  these  districts 
the  population  declined  during  the  last  decade  ;  in  the  rest  of  the  rural 
districts,  the  number  varied  from  4‘81  to  5T)0  persons  per  house. 

The  urban  districts  contain  many  schools,  hotels,  lodging-houses, 
&c.,  where  a  large  number  of  persons  may  be  found  under  one  roof  ; 
hence  the  mean  number  occupying  each  house  is  higher  than  is  met 
with  in  places  of  a  distinctly  rural  character.  Worthing,  has,  from 
these  causes,  a  larger  number  than  any  other  town  in  the  district ; 
Littlehampton  is  more  urban  in  character  than  it  was  thirty  or  forty 
years  ago  ;  Arundel  and  Horsham  belong  to  a  more  rural  type.

In  1891  there  were  83,400  persons  living  in  16,995  houses  dis¬ 
tributed  over  331,447  statute  acres  in  rural  districts  ;  this  gives  a 
proportion  of  nearly  4  acres  (=  3- 97)  to  each  person,  or  0-25  person  to 
each  acre,  and  of  19 '5  acres  to  each  house.  In  this  large  area  the 
people  are  very  scattered  and  there  are  only  seven  parishes  which  con¬ 
tained  more  than  2,000  persons  at  the  last  census  in  1891.

Since  331,449  acres  are  equal  to  5 1 7 •  89  square  miles,  there  are  in 
this  area  161  persons  to  each  square  mile. 


In  1891,  there  were  31,789  persons  living  in  6,073  houses  dis¬ 
tributed  over  5,158  statute  acres  in  urban  districts;  this  gives  a  pro¬ 
portion  of  O' 16  acre  to  each  person,  or  6 ’16  persons  to  each  acre,  and  of 
0‘85  acres  to  each  house.  Since  5,158  acres  are  equal  to  8*06  square 
miles,  there  are  in  this  urban  area  3,944  persons  to  each  square  mile, 
and  this  ratio  is  rapidly  increasing. 


In  the  combined  district  there  were  in  1891,  336,605  statute  acres, 
or  525-95  square  miles,  giving  a  proportion  of  2 *92  acres  to  each  person, 
or  at  the  rate  of  219  persons  to  each  square  mile. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATE. 

During  the  year  1897,  the  births  of  2,863  children  were  registered  ; 
of  these  1,486  were  male,  and  1,377  were  female. 

Table  I.  shows  the  various  changes  in  the  birth-rate  during  the 
twenty- two  years  1876-97.  There  has  been  a  gradual  decline  in  the 
number  of  births,  an:l  this  decline  is  general  throughout  the  country.

Table  I. — Showing  the  Births  and  Birth-rates  in  the  twenty  years,  1876-95,  and  in  1896-97. 
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The  birth-rate  reached  its  highest  point  in  1879,  when  it  was  31 ‘12 
per  1,000;  in  the  five-year  period,  1876-80,  it  was  30‘6  ;  in  1881,  when 
the  population  was  only  94,860,  there  were  2,868  births,  and  there 
were  5  fewer  births  in  1897  with  a  population  of  123,910. 

If  the  birth-rate  had  been  as  high  in  1897  as  it  was  in  1879,  there 
would  have  been  3,383,  instead  of  2,863  births,  or  a  difference  of  969, 
equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  7 ‘88  per  1,000  persons  living. 

Table  I.  shows  also  the  number  of  the  births  in  each  quarter  of  the 
year ;  they  are  most  numerous  in  the  first  quarter,  and  they  decline 
gradually  through  the  rest  of  the  year ;  taking  each  year  separately, 
there  are  slight  variations,  but  this  is  the  general  rule. 

More  boys  are  born  than  girls,  and  the  difference  amounted  to 
1,769  in  the  twenty-two  years  1876-97,  or  in  the  proportion  of  106 
boys  to  every  100  girls  born.  The  year  1880  was  the  only  year  of  the 
series  in  which  the  female  births  exceeded  the  male  births. 

The  mean  annual  birth-rate  in  this  combined  district  is  here  con¬ 
trasted  with  similar  figures  for  England  and  Wales : —

The  diminution  in  the  birth-rate  is  not  confined  to  large  towns  or 
urban  districts ;  the  table  on  page  viii.  shows  the  changes  in  the  rate  in 
the  eight  rural  areas  which  form  part  of  this  combined  district. 

The  four  remaining  urban  districts  of  the  combination  give  a 
similar  result ;  in  their  case,  the  annual  rates  are  lower  owing  to  the 
age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population,  and  there  is  also  a  great 
excess  of  unmarried  females. 

In  each  district  the  birth-rates  were  thus  recorded  in  the  ten 
years  1886-95,  and  they  are  here  contrasted  with  the  rates  which  were 
met  with  in  the  five  years  1S76-80  ;  three  of  the  present  districts  had 
not  then  joined  the  combination,  but  in  each  of  the  other  districts  the

There  were  1,637  deaths  registered  in  the  combined  district,  *but 
to  this  number  there  should  be  added  the  deaths  of  14  persons  in  New 
Shoreham  Workhouse  which  is  outside  the  area,  and  from  this  number 
there  should  be  deducted  the  deaths  of  17  persons  in  Hangleton  Hospital 
among  persons  not  belonging  to  this  district,  leaving  the  corrected  total 
at  1,634. 

All  deaths  among  visitors  at  Worthing  or  Littlehampton  are 
included  in  the  district  where  each  death  occurred,  and  all  Workhouse 
deaths  are  transferred  to  the  parish  whence  each  inmate  came. 

The  figures  given  in  Table  B  for  each  district  are,  with  the  above 
exceptions,  only  transfers  from  one  part  of  the  combined  district  to 
another  part.

The  death-rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1897  was  equal  to  17*4 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  lower  than  that  recorded  in  any 
previous  year,  excepting  1894  and  1896  ;  it  was  1‘2  per  1,000  lower  than 
the  rate  in  the  ten  previous  years,  1887-96  ;  the  mortality  is  much 
higher  in  large  towns  than  in  country  districts.

Tn  1876-80,  before  the  birth-rate  began  to  decline,  the  death-rate 
in  the  Rural  Districts,  was  less  than  half  the  birth-rate,  or  15*46  to 
3T19  ;  this  ratio  in  1891-97  was  14*36  to  25*46. 

In  1876-80  when  the  birth-rate  was  27*66,  the  death-rate  in  the 
Urban  Districts  was  15*69,  but  in  1891-97  the  ratio  was  22*40  births  to 
16*23  deaths. 


COMPARATIVE  MORTALITY. 

Captain  John  Graunt,  F.R.S.,  who  lived  in  the  time  of  Charles  II. 
was  the  first  man  who  attempted  anything  like  a  statistical  method. 
He  was  a  hosier  in  the  City,  and  he  devoted  himself  to  collecting  and 
publishing  the  London  bills  of  mortality  for  a  long  series  of  years,  but 
these  were  not  always  regularly  kept  until  A.D.  1657. 

We  get  a  glimpse  of  what  the  births  and  deaths  were  in  rural 
England  from  1560  to  1660,  for  Captain  Graunt  collected  from  the 
parish  registers  the  marriages,  christenings,  and  burials  for  nearly  a 
century  in  three  different  places  in  the  South  of  England. 

The  three  places  chosen  were  the  parish  of  Tiverton  in  Devonshire, 
the  parish  of  Cranbrook  in  Kent,  and  a  country  parish  in  Hampshire, 
the  name  of  which  is  not  given.

From  these  interesting  old  tables  one  can  find  for  each  year  and 
decade  how  these  places  fared.  I  will  only  give  here  a  summary  of 
what  was  recorded. 


From  these  figures  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  death-rate  probably 
ranged  from  20  to  25  per  1,000  persons  living.

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There  are  a  few  small  discrepancies  in  the  figures,  but  the  totals 
show  that  there  were  more  christenings  than  burials,  and  that  even  at 
that  period,  which  includes  the  reigns  of  three  sovereigns,  the  birth-rate 
exceeded  the  death-rate  in  rural  places.  This  was  certainly  not  the 
case  in  London  during  the  seventeenth  century. 


Tiverton  must  in  those  days  have  been  a  town  of  considerable  size, 
and  from  the  yearly  tables  it  would  have  appeared  to  have  grown 
rapidly  from  1560  to  1630-39  when  the  marriages,  christenings,  and 
burials  reached  their  highest  point ;  the  numbers  declined  during  the 
time  of  the  Civil  Wars.  This  place  was  at  that  time  famous  for  its 
cloth  and  woollen  goods ;  it  would  probably  have  been  visited  by 
Captain  Graunt  in  the  course  of  his  business  connections,  and  he  must 
have  examined  the  parish  registers  when  he  journeyed  there. 


In  Cranbrook  and  in  the  neighbouring  towns,  the  “  cloth  trade  had 
been  much  encouraged  ever  since  the  time  of  Edward  III.,  who  in  the 
tenth  year  of  his  reign,  invited  over  into  England  some  of  the  Flemings 
by  promises  of  large  rewards  and  grants  of  several  immunities  to  teach 
the  English  the  cloth  manufacture.”  It  may  well  be  imagined 
that  the  country  parish  in  Hampshire  was  also  the  seat  of  a  cloth 
manufacture,  although  1  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  its  name.  It 
must  have  been  a  parish  containing  about  2,500  people,  and  from  the 
register  numbers  recorded  each  year  it  may  be  surmised  that  the  popu¬ 
lation  was  of  a  rural  character  and  that  it  increased  but  slowly. 


Cranbrook  must  have  been  a  larger  place,  containing  probably 
about  3,400  persons  ;  the  figures  recorded  show  that  it  was  at  first  of  a 
rural  character,  as  the  female  deaths  exceeded  the  male  deaths  ;  from 
1610  to  1639,  the  reverse  was  the  case,  probably  because  of  its  develop¬ 
ment  as  a  manufacturing  centre,  and  the  increased  number  of  female 

hands  employed.  This  industry  has  long  since  ceased  to  exist. 

» 

Tiverton  was  probably  urban  in  character,  as  in  each  decade  the 
female  deaths  exceeded  the  male  deaths  ;  it  must  have  been  twice  the 
size  of  Cranbrook,  judging  from  the  register  numbers  recorded. 


Taking  the  above  figures  as  a  guile,  one  may  get  an  approximate 
idea  of  what  the  death-rates  in  rural  districts  were  in  those  days.

It  is  true  that  every  now  and  then  one  year  would  show  an  excess 
of  deaths  over  births,  but  this  was  probably  due  to  an  invasion  of  some 
epidemic,  such  as  the  plague  or  small  pox,  which  would  occasionally 
appear  in  a  country  parish  and  carry  off  large  numbers.  Thus,  at  a 
small  place  like  Cranbrook,  there  were  18  plague  deaths  in  1582,  41  in 
1583,  22  in  1584,  181  plague  deaths  in  1597,  8  in  1598,  9  in  1603,  1  in 
1606,  and  1  in  1609  ;  in  all  from  plague,  281. 

In  Tiverton  and  in  Hampshire  parish  no  plague  deaths  are 
mentioned.  The  plague  was  very  prevalent  in  London  in  1592-93, 
1603-10,  1625,  1636,  1665  and  1666. 

These  are  the  earliest  records  I  can  find,  and  we  owe  them  to  the 
patient  and  careful  work  of  Captain  Graunt,  who,  for  his  great  ability, 
was  made  by  Charles  II.  one  of  the  first  fellows  of  the  Boyal  Society. 

But  it  was  not  until  the  first  census  was  taken  in  1801  that  we 
had  any  precise  knowledge  of  the  actual  population  of  England,  and 
it  was  not  until  1838  that  the  Registrar-General  began  his  series  of 
reports  which  have  proved  so  valuable  in  Sanitary  work. 


I  have  given  in  the  report  for  each  Rural  District  a  table  showing 
the  population  at  each  census  period  from  1831  to  1891,  and  as  far 
as  I  can  obtain  them  the  mortality  rates  from  1841  to  the  present  time. 

In  1841,  the  several  districts  forming  the  present  area  were  linked 
in  the  Registrar  General’s  returns  with  three  adjacent  registration 
districts,  but  as  all  these  areas  were  similar  in  character,  and  contained 
chiefly  a  rural  and  agricultural  population  the  rates  here  given  must 
give  a  fair  idea  of  the  mortality  then  met  with  in  West  Sussex.

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In  1841  there  were  327  deaths  from  what  are  commonly  called 
zymotic  diseases  out  of  the  above  large  population  of  126,678,  thus 
giving  a  mortality  of  2 ’58  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  are  rural  rates  only  and  they  should  be  contrasted  with  the 
rates  in  rural  districts  given  in  the  previous  part  of  this  report  for 
recent  years. 

A  rural  district  is  one  in  which  the  co-eificient  for  correction  of 
the  recorded  death-rate  is  less  than  unitv  ;  the  lower  the  figure,  the 
more  rural  is  the  district ;  when  it  approaches  unity,  it  must  contain  a 
population  of  an  urban  or  semi-urban  character. 
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INFLUENCE  OF  SEASON  ON  MORTALITY. 

Table  II.  shows  the  deaths  taking  place  in  each  month  in  1876-95, 
and  in  1896-97. 

Deaths  are  more  frequent  in  the  cold  months  than  in  the  warm 
months  of  the  year  ;  hence  the  death-rate  is  highest  in  the  first  quarter, 
it  declines  through  the  second  quarter,  reaching  its  lowest  point  in  the 
third  quarter,  and  again  rising  as  winter  advances. 

In  each  quarter  of  the  twenty -two  years  1876-97  the  deaths  were

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  1897  there  were  311  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age,  out  of  a  total  of  1,634  deaths  from  all  causes  ;  of  these  177 
were  male  and  134  were  female. 

There  were  2,863  births,  so  that  the  infant  mortality,  as  measured 
by  the  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  every  1,000  children 
born,  was  109  against  a  rate  of  84,  77,  77,  97,  113,  106,  102,  84,  105, 
and  98  in  the  ten  preceding  years,  or  a  mean  rate  of  94*3  per  1,000 
births. 

Throughout  England  and  Wales  the  rate  of  infant  mortality  in 
1897  was  equal  to  156  per  1,000,  the  mean  proportion  in  the  preceding 
ten  years  having  been  148,  In  large  towns  the  infantile  death-rate  is 
very  much  higher.

The  rate  of  infantile  mortality  seems  to  be  increasing,  as  in  the  ten 
years,  1880-89,  there  were  only  88  deaths  to  every  1,000  children  born. 
The  death-rate  of  male  infants  is  much  higher  than  that  of  female 
infants  ;  it  is  true  that  more  boys  than  girls  are  born,  the  ratio  being 
103  male  births  to  97  female  births  in  the  twenty  years,  1876-95,  or  in 
the  proportion  of  106  boys  to  100  girls,  but  this  will  not  account  for  the 
great  disparity  in  the  death-rates. 

Under  one  year  of  life  there  is  a  great  preponderance  of  male 
deaths,  and  a  similar  excess,  but  in  a  much  diminished  degree,  may  be 
noticed  up  to  five  years  of  age,  after  which  period  the  numbers  are  more 
nearly  equal. 

In  the  eight  years  1890-97  there  were  22,813  births  and  2,324 
deaths,  under  one  year  of  age  ;  thus  the  infant  mortality  was  at  the 
rate  of  102  deaths  to  every  1,000  births  ;  the  ratio  is  very  different  in 
rural  and  urban  districts.

Out  of  1,634  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1897,  140  were  due  to  this 
class  of  disorders,  or  1*14  per  1,000  persons  living. 

In  England  and  Wales  the  rate  from  only  the  seven  principal 
zymotic  disorders  was  equal  to  2*17  per  1,000  persons  living,  against 
2*22,  2-14,  1*90,  2*00,  2*52,  1*81,  2*17,  and  2*21  in  the  eight  preceding 
years. 

There  were  in  this  district  50  deaths  from  diseases  in  1897,  which 
are  notifiable,  and  90  deaths  in  the  other  class,  where  the  number  of 
cases  cannot  be  obtained.

The  mean  annual  rainfall  at  Worthing  is  equal  to  nearly  28in. 
and  the  varying  amounts  in  each  period  of  five  years  since  1852  are 
shown  in  the  following  table. 


The  first  quarter  of  the  year  1897  was  mild,  dull,  and  wet. 


In  the  first  fortnight  of  January  the  weather  was  mild,  but  it  was 
cold  from  the  15th  to  the  29th,  with  north-east  winds,  and  slight  snow 
showers. 


The  first  week  of  February  was  very  wet  and  gloomy,  while  floods 
were  frequent ;  the  last  half  of  this  month  was  dry  and  mild,  but  sun¬ 
shine  was  deficient. 

March  began  with  a  heavy  fall  of  rain  on  the  1st  and  2nd,  and  a 
violent  gale  occurred  on  the  3rd,  accompanied  by  much  damage  to  trees, 
roofs,  &c.  The  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average  from  the  8th 
to  the  29th,  when  it  became  much  cooler. 

The  corresponding  quarter  in  1896  was  very  dry,  but  in  1897,  as 
much  as  10-00  inches  of  rain  fell,  and  this  followed  on  the  wet  autumn 
of  1896,  when  from  Oct.  1st.  to  Dec.  31st  as  much  as  16*54  inches  were 
recorded.  The  amount  of  bright  sunshine  was  below  the  average,  but 
since  the  weather,  though  dull,  was  mild,  the  accumulated  heat  was 
higher  than  usual,  hence,  vegetation  was  forward  and  the  springs  and 
brooks  were  well  filled  with  water. 


The  weather  in  April  was  cold  and  ungenial  with  a  prevalence  of 
easterly  winds.  May  was  dry  and  cold,  but  with  a  great  amount  of  sun-

shine.  June  was  generally  warm,  fine,  and  bright.  The  rainfall  was 
below  the  average  in  May,  but  above  the  mean  in  June.  The  hours  of 
bright  sunshine  and  the  accumulated  heat  were  rather  higher  than 
usual,  especially  in  May. 

The  ‘third  quarter  of  the  year  was  of  an  average  character. 
The  temperature  was  above  the  average  up  to  August  11th,  but 
below  it  from  that  date  until  Sept.  22nd,  when  it  again  became 
warmer.  Bright  sunshine  was  much  above  the  average  in  July  and 
August,  but  below  in  September.  The  rainfall  was  very  slight  in  July, 
above  the  average  in  August,  and  below  it  in  September.  During  the 
first  nine  months  of  1897,  there  liad  been  20*49in.  of  rain,  against  a 
mean  fall  of  18‘47in.  in  the  years  1852-96.  The  dull,  cool  September 
was  unfavourable  to  the  ripening  of  fruit,  and  thus  the  crop  was  poor 
and  inferior  in  quality.  The  unkind  April  checked  the  early  promise  of 
of  the  spring ;  wheat,  barley,  and  oats,  gave  an  average  yield  ;  hay  from 
permanent  pastures  and  hay  from  clover-,  sainfoin  and  rotation  grasses, 
were  above  the  average  yield,  and  they  were  harvested  well ;  potatoes 
yielded  a  very  deficient  crop. 


The  last  quarter  of  the  year  was  remarkable  for  its  mildness  and 
dryness.  The  weather  in  October  was  very  dry  ;  rain  fell  in  Worthing 
on  only  five  days  in  this  month,  and  the  total  fall  recorded  was  as  low 
as  0'48in.  against  a  mean  amount  of  3’89in.  in  1852-96.  The  day  and 
night  temperatures  were  also  much  above  the  mean. 


November  was  also  a  dry,  warm  month  ;  the  weather  was  calm  and 
dull  until  the  28th  when  it  was  rough  and  boisterous  for  three  days  ; 
the  rainfall  was  l-75in.  against  a  mean  of  3'04in,  ;  bright  sunshine 
was  below  the  average. 


December  was  cold  up  to  the  5th,  then  calm,  mild  and  bright  up 
to  the  27th,  when  it  became  wet  and  unsettled  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  so  that  the  total  rainfall  was  not  after  all  much  below  the  mean. 


There  had  been  an  excess  of  rain  up  to  September  30th  of  2‘02in. 
but  the  dry  October  brought  about  a  decrease  of  D39in.  which  was 
increased  to  2*68in.  by  the  dry  November,  while  the  wet  December 
brought  up  the  total  amount  to  within  l‘88in.  of  the  mean  fall  for 
1852-96. 

The  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  much  higher  in  December  than 
in  November,  although  the  sun  is  not  so  long  above  the  horizon.  The 
accompanying  table  on  bright  sunshine  shows  a  larger  amount  re¬ 
corded  for  October  and  December  than  in  any  previous  year.  The 
table  for  accumulated  heat  shows  how  warm  the  weather  was  in  the 
last  quarter;  there  were  574  day  degrees  above  42°  F.  in  the  three 
months  against  a  mean  of  454  2  day  degrees  in  the  ten  years  1887-96  ; 
there  were  during  the  same  period  only  80  day  degrees  below  42°  F. 
against  a  mean  of  209  day  degrees  in  the  ten  years,  1887-96. 
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Not  including  thirteen  deaths  in  1893,  and  three  in  1894,  in  Horsham  Urban  District.

In  Table  XI.  the  hours  of  bright  sunshine  are  given  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  and  also  the  percentage  of  possible  duration.  Clear, 
bright  weather  does  not,  however,  always  mean  warm  weather,  and 
Table  XII.  has,  therefore,  been  constructed  so  as  to  show  the  amount 
of  heat  above  and  below  a  certain  fixed  value  which  has  been  experienced 
during  the  past  ten  years.  In  the  Table  of  Accumulated  Heat  the 
value  is  given  in  day  degrees, 
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THE  TEMPERATURE  OF  THE  SOIL. 

The  temperature  of  the  soil  at  9  a.m. ,  one  foot  below  the  surface 
of  the  ground  at  Worthing,  was  taken  daily  up  to  August,  1894,  by 
the  late  W.  J.  Harris,  Esq.,  F.R.  Met.  Soc.,  and  since  November,  1894, 
by  G.  B.  Collet,  Esq.,  who  has  kindly  given  me  the  use  of  his  tables  ;

STEYNING  WEST  RURAL  DISTRICT. 


The  Steyning  Rural  Sanitary  District  was  divided  into  two 
portions  on  the  passing  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894.  Steyning 
West  includes  fifteen  parishes  which  are  enumerated  in  the  next  table, 
while  Steyning  East  includes  the  remaining  seven  parishes.  Part  of 
Edburton  is  now  under  its  own  name  in  the  western  division  portion, 
while  the  rest,  known  as  Fulking,  is  now  in  the  eastern  division.  The 
change  came  into  effect  from  January  1st,  1895,  and  the  following 
figures  have  reference  only  to  this  new  district  in  the  present  and  in 
previous  years  -

The  population  has  remained  nearly  stationary  in  most  of  the 
parishes  for  many  years,  but  in  Southwick  and  Kingston  several  fresh 
houses  have  been,  and  are  being  erected. 


In  my  Annual  Report  for  1895,  a  table  was  given  showing  the 
population  as  numbered  at  each  census  in  1861-91,  also  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  each  parish ;  a  table  was  also  given  showing  the 
deaths  in  each  parish  from  various  causes  during  the  previous  twenty 
years  arranged  in  four  five-year  periods.  These  tables  are  not  repeated, 
but  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  deaths  in  each  parish  for  the 
twenty-two  years,  1876-97,  from  each  of  those  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  ;  also  from  four  diseases  which,  though  formerly  included  in 
the  zymotic  group,  are  not  notifiable ;  from  the  frequent  diseases, 
consumption,  lung  disease,  and  heart  disease  ;  and,  lastly,  from  all  causes. 
By  comparing  the  tables  in  the  Report  for  1895,  with  the  present  one, 
the  death-rate  for  each  parish  can  be  easily  obtained,  and  also  the 
prevalence  of  each  group  of  disorders  in  each  five-year  period. 


Cholera  and  relapsing  fever,  though  included  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases,  are  here  omitted,  as  there  were  no  cases  recorded 
during  the  period.

In  1841,  the  Steyning  registration  district  was  included  with 
Thakeham  and  Worthing  for  statistical  purposes  ;  this  large  area  had 
a  population  at  the  census  of  1841  of  39,686  persons.  There  were  in 
that  year  1,046  births  so  that  the  birth-rate  was  equal  to  26*3  per 
1,000  persons  living. 

The  deaths  in  1841  in  this  whole  area  were  655,  so  that  the  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  16‘5  per  1,000  ;  the  deaths  from  what  would  now  be 
called  notifiable  diseases  were  57  in  number  and  the  rate  was  equal  to 
1  *43  per  1,000  of  population;  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases  the 
zymotic  mortality  was  equal  to  D96  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  diseases  were  at  that  time  placed  in  the  zymotic  class  which 
included  16  disorders,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  78  deaths,  there 
were  11  other  deaths,  making  in  all  89  in  this  class,  viz.,  croup  3, 
thrush  3,  ague  4,  and  influenza  1.  There  were  no  deaths  in  1841  from 
dysentery,  cholera,  remittent  fever,  syphilis,  or  hydrophobia — diseases 
which  completed  the  16  members  of  the  group. 


In  1851,  the  population  of  the  Steyning  district,  which  amounted 
to  11,071  in  1831  and  to  14,353  in  1841,  had  increased  to  16,867.  In 
the  eight  years,  1845-52,  there  were  within  this  area  3,853  births  and 
2,192  deaths;  the  mean  birth-rate  during  this  period  was  equal  to  29 '5, 
and  the  mean  death-rate  was  equal  to  16*8  per  1,000  of  population.

In  Table  3  the  death-rates  for  various  groups  of  diseases  are  given 
for  the  more  important  parishes  of  South  wick,  Steyning,  and  Henfield, 
while  the  smaller  parishes  are  grouped  together  as  forming  part  of  the 
registration  sub-district  to  which  each  parish  belongs. 

The  mean  general  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  was  14*6  per 
1,000  in  the  twenty  years  1876-95,  and  there  has  been  a  gradual 
reduction  in  the  rate  from  15*6  in  the  first  five,  to  13  *7  in  the  last  five- 
year  period. 

In  1896  and  again  in  1897  the  rate  of  mortality  was  below  the 
average. 

All  deaths  occurring  in  Shoreham  Workhouse,  which  is  situated 
outside  this  district,  have  been  distributed  each  year  to  each  parish 
whence  the  inmate  came. 

The  above  death-rates  are  those  recorded  in  each  parish  and  they 
are  strictly  comparable  one  with  another.  In  comparing  this  district 
with  other  districts  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population,  which  is  mostly  of  a  rural  type,  makes 
the  mortality  appear  a  little  too  high.  Taking  the  factor  of  correction 
throughout  England  and  Wales  as  unity  (T00000),  the  factor  for 
correction  for  this  district  is  *95454  ;  the  recorded  mean  death-rate  in 
Table  3  of  14*60,  multiplied  by  this  factor,  becomes  the  corrected  death- 
rate  of  13*93  per  1000. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATE. 


During  the  year  1897,  the  births  of  260  children  were  registered  ; 
of  these  139  were  male,  and  121  were  female. 

Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  11,500,  the 
birth-rate  was  equal  to  22*6  per  1,000  persons  living. 

In  England  and  Wales  the  birth-rate  during  the  year  was  29*7  per 
1,000  persons  living,  a  rate  1*0  per  1,000  below  the  mean  rate  in  the 
ten  years,  1887-96.

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  131  deaths  registered  in  this  district  in  the  year  1897, 
but  to  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  8  persons  in  New 
Shoreham  Workhouse,  and  2  in  Hangleton  Hospital,  which  are  outside 
the  district,  leaving  the  corrected  figures  at  141. 

The  8  Workhouse  deaths  have  been  distributed  among  the  several 
parishes  whence  each  inmate  came,  viz.  ; — Southwick  2,  Lancing  1, 
Old  Shoreham  1,  Bramber  1,  Henfield  2,  and  Shermanbury  1. 

One  person  from  Southwick,  and  one  from  Kingston  died  in 
Hangleton  Hospital  from  enteric  fever. 


Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  11,500,  the 
death-rate  was  equal  to  12’3  per  1,000  persons  living.

BY-LAWS  IN  FORCE  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


By-Laws  were  made  in  1880,  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the 
Steyning  Union,  acting  as  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  with  respect 
to  new  streets  and  buildings  in  that  portion  of  the  Rural  Sanitary 
District  of  the  Steyning  Union  which  then  comprised  the  contributory 
places  of  Aldrington,  Henfield,  Kingston-by-Sea,  Lancing,  Portslade, 
Preston,  Southwick,  and  Steyning,  and  they  were  allowed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  September  29th,  1880.  These  By-Laws  were 
slightly  modified  and  extended  to  the  whole  of  the  Rural  Sanitary 
District  on  February  21st,  1889.  They  were  again  slightly  altered 
under  date  October  21st,  1892,  and  they  still  remain  in  force  in  each 
parish  in  this  Yura  1  district, 

By-Laws  were  also  made  by  the  above  authority  in  1889,  for  the 
prevention  of  nuisances  arising  from  snow,  filth,  dust,  ashes,  and 
rubbish,  and  for  the  prevention  of  the  keeping  of  animals  on  premises 
so  as  to  be  injurious  to  health  ;  they  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  on  February  21st,  1889,  and  they  still  remain  in  force  in 
each  parish  in  this  rural  district. 

By-Laws  were  made  by  the  same  authority  in  1891,  with  respect 
to  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  above  named  seven  parishes  or  contributory 
places  ;  they  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  February 
23rd,  1892,  and  as  far  as  this  district  is  concerned  they  are  still  in  force 
in  Southwick,  Steyning,  Henfield,  Kingston,  and  Lancing. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  have,  since  April  27tli,  1887,  been 
carried  on  under  Regulations  made  in  accordance  with  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1866,  and  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk 
Shops  Order  of  ^1885. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Southwick,  Kingston,  and  Lancing  College  are  supplied  by  the 
Brighton  Corporation  with  excellent  water  from  a  spring,  which  issues 
from  the  South  Downs  at  the  level  of  the  ground. 

South  Lancing  requires  a  better  water  supply,  and  the  matter  has 
frequently  been  discussed,  but  no  scheme  has  yet  been  definitely  brought 
forward. 

At  Steyning  a  Company  has  been  formed  with  the  object  of  providing 
water  works  for  that  town  and  the  adjacent  parishes  of  Upper  Deeding 
and  Bramber.  If  carried  out,  such  a  water  supply  would  be  of  great 
value  to  the  district. 

In  the  rest  of  the  area,  the  inhabitants  depend  on  wells,  rain  water 
tanks,  and  dipping  holes  or  land  springs  ;  such  a  supply  is  in  most  cases 
satisfactory,  but  around  Henfield  and  Shermanbury  some  of  the  wells 
sunk  in  the  Weald  clay  yield  very  hard  and  brackish  water  due  to  the 
nature  of  the  soil  in  which  such  wells  are  dug. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Southwick. — A  scheme  for  draining  Portslade  and  Southwick  was 
brought  forward  during  the  year,  and  a  Local  Government  Board  In¬ 
quiry  was  held  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Willcocks  on  November  18th,  1897,  and 
adjourned  to  December  16th,  1897,  to  consider  the  application  of  this 
Council  to  borrow  <£9,100,  being  <£4,600  for  carrying  out  the  parish 
sewers  of  Southwick,  and  £4,500  the  portion  the  parish  should  provide 
as  their  share  of  the  cost  of  the  main  intercepting  sewer  and  outfall  in 
conjunction  with  Portslade.  To  avoid  repetition,  a  detailed  account  of 
this  scheme  is  given  in  the  report  for  the  Steyning  East  Rural  District. 
The  need  for  drainage  is  a  very  urgent  one,  and  there  seems  no  doubt 
that  a  satisfactory  scheme  will  be  carried  out  next  year. 


Steyning. — The  main  sewer  and  drains  which  were  laid  in  1877 
seem  to  work  satisfactorily  ;  they  are  flushed  once  a  week  with  about 
1,660  gallons  of  water,  and  occasionally  rods  are  used  to  clear  out  the 
drains  so  as  to  keep  them  free  from  silt  or  blockage.  The  annual  cost 
of  flushing  is  about  <£40. 


Henfield. — A  defective  drain  for  surface  water  was  blocked  for  a 
length  of  65  yards  in  the  main  street  ;  this  was  taken  up  and  replaced 
by  a  six-inch  stoneware  drain  provided  with  inspection  chambers,  and 
the  ventilation  of  the  main  drain  was  improved.

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SCAVENGING  AND  CLEANSING. 

At  South  wick  a  contract  is  made  each  year  under  which  all  ashes 
and  house  refuse  are  removed  once  a  fortnight  and  utilised  on  land  in 
the  neighbourhood.  The  cost  is  <£49  per  year. 

At  Steyning  a  similar  contract  was  entered  into  for  the  first  time 
in  1896  ;  the  ashes  and  house  refuse  are  removed  once  a  fortnight  and 
taken  to  a  meadow  near  the  town.  The  annual  cost  for  this  work  is  £30. 


COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  are  52  cowsheds  and  dairies  which  are  frequently  inspected 
and  well  kept. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  23  bakehouses  which  are  inspected  from  time  to  time 
and  kept  in  a  clean  condition. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  9  slaughter-houses  which  are  inspected  at  various  times 
and  kept  in  a  clean  condition. 


MARGARINE  ACT. 

Very  little  is  sold,  and  at  places  wThere  it  is  sold  the  clauses  of  the 
Act  have  been  complied  with. 


COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 
There  is  no  common  lodging-house  in  this  district.

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STEYNING  EAST  RURAL  DISTRICT. 


The  Steyning  Rural  Sanitary  District  was  divided  into  two 
portions  on  the  passing  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894.  Steyning 
West  includes  fifteen  parishes  which  are  enumerated  in  the  next  table, 
while  Steyning  East  includes  the  remaining  seven  parishes.  Part  of 
Edburton  is  now  under  its  own  name  in  the  western  division  portion, 
while  the  rest,  known  as  Fulking,  is  in  the  eastern  division.  The 
change  came  into  effect  from  January  1st,  1895,  and  the  following

The  population  has  increased  in  Portslade,  Patcham,  and  West 
Preston  since  the  census  of  1891,  but  in  the  other  parishes  it  has 
remained  stationary. 


In  my  Annual  Report  for  1895,  a  table  was  given  showing  the 
population  as  numbered  at  each  census  in  1861-91,  also  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  each  parish ;  a  table  was  also  given  showing  the 
deaths  in  each  parish  from  various  causes  during  the  previous  twenty 
years  arranged  in  four  five-year  periods.  These  tables  are  not  repeated, 
but  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  deaths  in  each  parish  for  the 
twenty-two  years,  1876-97,  from  each  of  those  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  ;  also  from  four  diseases  which,  though  formerly  included  in 
the  zymotic  group,  are  not  notifiable  ;  from  the  frequent  diseases, 
consumption,  lung  disease,  and  heart  disease  ;  and,  lastly,  from  all  causes. 
By  comparing  the  tables  in  the  Report  for  1895,  with  the  present  one, 
the  death-rate  for  each  parish  can  be  easily  obtained,  and  also  the 
prevalence  of  each  group  of  disorders  in  each  five-year  period. 

Cholera  and  relapsing  fever,  though  included  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases,  are  here  omitted,  as  there  were  no  cases  recorded 
during  the  period. 


Table  showing  the  Deaths  from  various  causes  in  each  Parish  in  the  twenty-two  years.  1876-9 
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In  1841,  the  Steyning  registration  district  was  included  with 
Thakeham  and  Worthing  for  statistical  purposes ;  this  large  area  had 
a  population  at  the  census  of  1841  of  39,686  persons.  There  were  in 
that  year  1,046  births  so  that  the  birth-rate  was  equal  to  26'3  per 
1,000  persons  living. 

The  deaths  in  1841  in  this  whole  area  were  655,  so  that  the  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  16*5  per  1,000  ;  the  deaths  from  what  would  now  be 
called  notifiable  diseases  were  57  in  number  and  the  rate  was  equal  to 
1'43  per  1,000  of  population;  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases  the 
zymotic  mortality  was  equal  to  T96  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  diseases  were  at  that  time  placed  in  the  zymotic  class  which 
included  16  disorders,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  78  deaths,  there 
were  11  other  deaths,  making  in  all  89  in  this  class,  viz.,  croup  3, 
thrush  3,  ague  4,  and  influenza  1.  There  were  no  deaths  in  1841  from 
dysentery,  cholera,  remittent  fever,  syphilis,  or  hydrophobia — diseases 
which  completed  the  16  members  of  the  group. 


In  1851,  the  population  of  the  Steyning  district,  which  amounted 
to  11,071  in  1831  and  to  14,353  in  1841,  had  increased  to  16,867.  In 
the  eight  years,  1845-52,  there  were  within  this  area  3,853  births  and 
2,192  deaths  ;  the  mean  birth-rate  during  this  period  was  equal  to  29’5, 
and  the  mean  death-rate  was  equal  to  16*8  per  1,000  of  population.

In  Table  3  the  death-rates  for  various  groups  of  diseases  are  given 
for  Portslade  and  Patcham,  while  the  smaller  parishes  are  grouped 
together  as  forming  the  rest  of  the  sanitary  district. 


The  figures  for  Aldrington  are  given  for  the  purpose  of  comparison 
with  former  reports,  but  they  are  not  included  in  the  totals.  Aldrington 
Parish  was  transferred  to  Hove  in  September,  1893. 


The  mean  general  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  was  13 '6  per 
1,000  in  the  twenty  years  1876-95. 


All  deaths  occurring  in  Shoreham  Workhouse,  which  is  situated 
outside  this  district,  have  been  distributed  each  year  to  each  parish 
whence  the  inmate  came. 


The  above  death-rates  are  those  recorded  in  each  parish  and  they 
are  strictly  comparable  one  with  another.  In  comparing  this  district 
with  other  districts  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population,  which  is  partly  of  a  rural  type,  makes 
the  mortality  appear  a  little  too  high.  Taking  the  factor  of  correction 
throughout  England  and  Wales  as  unity  (1 ’00000),  the  factor  for 
correction  for  this  district  is  ’95454  ;  the  recorded  mean  death-rate  in 
Table  3  of  13*63,  multiplied  by  this  factor,  becomes  the  corrected  death- 
rate  of  13 ’01  per  1000. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATE. 

During  the  year  1897,  the  births  of  204  children  were  registered  ; 
of  these  104  were  male,  and  100  were  female. 

Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  6,780,  the 
birth-rate  was  equal  to  30’ 1  per  1,000  persons  living. 


In  England  and  Wales  the  birth-rate  during  the  year  was  29’7  per 
1,000  persons  living,  a  rate  1’0  per  1,000  below  the  mean  rate  in  the 
ten  years,  1887-96.

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 


There  were  117  deaths  registered  in  this  district  in  the  year  1897, 
but  to  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  4  persons  in  New 
Shoreham  Workhouse,  which  is  outside  the  district,  leaving  the  corrected 
figures  at  104,  after  deducting  17  deaths  in  Hangleton  Hospital  of  per¬ 
sons  not  belonging  to  the  district. 

The  Workhouse  deaths  included  three  from  Portslade  and  one  from 
Patcham, 

Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  6,780,  the 
death-rate  was  equal  to  1  5*3  per  1,000  persons  living. 

In  country  places  throughout  England  and  Wales  the  rate  of 
mortality  in  1897  was  equal  to  1 5 ’8  per  1,000  of  population,  or  L2  per 
1,000  below  the  mean  rate  in  the  ten  years,  1887-96.

BY-LAWS  IN  BO  BCE  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


By-Laws  were  made  in  1880,  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the 
Steyning  Union,  acting  as  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  with  respect 
to  new  streets  and  buildings  in  that  portion  of  the  Rural  Sanitary 
District  of  the  Steyning  Union  which  then  comprised  the  contributory 
places  of  Aldrington,  Henfield,  Kingston-by-Sea,,  Lancing,  Portslade, 
Preston,  Southwick,  and  Steyning,  and  they  were  allowed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  September  29th,  1880.  These  By-Laws  were 
slightly  modified  and  extended  to  the  whole  of  the  Rural  Sanitary 
District  on  February  21st,  1889.  They  were  again  slightly  altered 
under  date  October  21st,  1892,  and  they  still  remain  in  force  in  each 
parish  in  this  rural  district, 

By-Laws  were  also  made  by  the  above  authority  in  1889,  for  the 
prevention  of  nuisances  arising  from  snow,  filth,  dust,  ashes,  and 
rubbish,  and  for  the  prevention  of  the  keeping  of  animals  on  premises 
so  as  to  be  injurious  to  health  ;  they  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  on  February  21st,  1889,  and  they  still  remain  in  force  in 
each  parish  in  this  rural  district. 

By-Laws  were  made  by  the  same  authority  in  1891,  with  respect 
to  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  above  named  seven  parishes  or  contributory 
places  ;  they  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  February 
23rd,  1892,  and  as  far  as  this  district  is  concerned  they  are  still  in  force 
in  Southwick,  Steyning,  Henfield,  Kingston,  and  Lancing. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  have,  since  April  27th,  1887,  been 
carried  on  under  Regulations  made  in  accordance  with  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1866,  and  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk 
Shops  Order  of  1885. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Portslade  and  Patcham  are  well  supplied  with  good  water  from 
the  Brighton  Corporation  Waterworks. 


PORTSLADE  AND  SOUTHWICK  DRAINAGE. 

A  Local  Government  Board  inquiry  was  held  by  Mr.  G.  W. 
Willcocks,  M.  Inst.  C.E.,  at  Portslade,  on  November  18th,  1897,  to 
consider  the  question  of  the  joint  scheme  of  drainage  as  between  the 
parishes  of  Portslade  and  Southwick,  on  the  application  of  the  Steyning 
East  Hural  Council  to  borrow  <£19,100  for  Portslade,  being  <£6,100  for 
carrying  out  the  parish  sewers,  and  .£13,000  for  the  portion  of  Ports¬ 
lade  to  provide  for  their  share  of  the  cost  of  the  main  intercepting 
sewer  and  outfall,  such  amount  being  calculated  according  to  the 
rateable  value  of  the  district  drained  ;  and,  on  the  application  of  the 
Steyning  West  Rural  District  Council  to  borrow  .£9,100  being  <£4,600 
for  carrying  out  the  parish  sewers  of  Southwick,  and  <£4,500  the  portion 
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the  parish  should  provide  as  their  share  of  the  cost  of  the  intercepting 
sewer  and  outfall,  this  amount  being  calculated  according  to  the  rateable 
value  of  the  district  drained.  Originally  the  parish  of  Ivingston-by-Sea 
was  included  in  the  district  proposed  to  be  drained,  but  at  the  request 
of  the  Parish  Meeting,  the  West  Steyning  District  Council  withdrew

Land  for  sanitary  purposes  is  only  rated  at  one-fourth  of  its  value. 


Before  1894,  the  two  districts  of  Steyning  East  and  West  were 
under  one  Sanitary  Authority.  They  afterwards  became  situated  in 
two  administrative  counties,  and  were  consequently  divided  into  two 
districts.  The  Sanitary  Authority  had  repeatedly  endeavoured  to  find 
some  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  their  district,  and  when  they  became 
divided  into  two  districts  a  Joint  Drainage  Committee,  consisting  of 
two  members  to  carry  on  the  negotiations  for  a  joint  scheme,  was 
appointed.  The  whole  district  was  entirely  cut  off  from  the  sea  by  the 
harbour,  and  the  consent  of  the  Harbour  Trustees  was  necessary.  In 
May,  1895,  an  informal  conference  between  representatives  of  the  authori¬ 
ties  concerned  and  representatives  of  the  Local  Government  Board  was 
held  at  the  Hove  Town  Hall,  and  as  the  outcome  it  was  suggested  that  the 
Shoreham  Harbour  Trustees  and  the  authorities  should  jointly  ap¬ 
point  an  engineer  in  the  matter.  However  this  arrangement  was  not 
agreed  to  by  the  Harbour  Trustees,  and  subsequently,  in  November, 
1895, f representatives  of  the  Hove  Urban  Council,  the  New  Shoreham 
Urban  District  Council,  and  the  Steyning  Councils  went  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  the  result  was  that  Mr.  C.  O.  Blaber  was  ap¬ 
pointed  as  engineer  with  Mr.  Santo  Crimp  as  consulting  engineer. 
Plans  and  estimates  had  been  prepared  and  considered  and  advanced  to 
their  present  stage.  The  authorities  concerned  had  considered  the 
matter,  and  resolutions  had  been  come  to  by  them  to  carry  out  an 
efficient  system  of  sewerage. 

It  was  proposed  that  one  intercepting  sewer  should  commence  at 
the  eastern  extremity  of  the  parish  of  Portslade,  and  be  continued 
along  the  Lower  Shoreham  Load  to  the  outfall  sewer,  about  opposite 
Station  Road,  Southwick.  The  other  sewer  was  to  be  carried  from  the 
western  boundary  and  both  should  meet  at  the  outfall.  No.  1  sewer 
commenced  with  a  12-inch  pipe  sewer,  running  to  18  inches,  and  a  6ft. 
circular  tank  sewer  for  a  length  of  533  yards.  No.  2  was  a  12-inch 
sewer,  the  tank  sewer  having  been  altered  in  this  case  on  account  of 
Kingston  being  cut  out  of  the  scheme.  Details  were  given  of  the  con¬ 
struction,  tides,  currents,  and  of  the  soil  through  which  the  sewers 
would  pass’.  The  chief  points  at  issue  were  the  size  of  the  outfall  sewer 
and  the  level  of  the  proposed  tank.  Mr.  Santo  Crimp  pointed  out  that 


a  2ft.  outfall  sewer  would  do  for  20,000  people,  while  a  2 '5ft.  pipe  would 
do  for  35,000  persons,  the  relative  capacity  being  12  to  21.  The  larger 
pipe  is  no  doubt  preferable,  as  the  population  is  increasing  rapidly,  and 
at  no  distant  time  Kingston  must  be  included.  The  Guardians  of  the 
Steyning  Union  are  about  to  erect  a  new  Workhouse  in  Kingston,  of 
the  value  of  £50,000,  and  capable  of  holding  400  or  500  people.  The 
level  of  the  tank  sewer  was  kept  by  the  engineers  as  high  as  possible, in 
order  that  the  sewage  might  be  discharged  as  quickly  after  high  water 
as  possible,  as  if  that  course  were  taken,  there  would  be  less  chance  of 
the  discharge  returning  to  the  harbour. 


The  Harbour  Trustees  only  desired  to  protect  the  navigation  of  the 
harbour,  but  they  wished  that  the  pen  stock  should  be  closed  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  tidal  valve  should  prevent  the  flowing  out  of  sewage 
during  three  hours  before  high  water. 

The  inquiry  was  adjourned  to  Dec.  16th,  1897,  and  many  questions 
were  raised  and  discussed,  but  in  the  end  a  general  agreement  was 
arrived  at  in  favour  of  the  proposed  scheme. 

The  system  provides  that  the  surface  water  shall  be  kept  out  of  the 
sewers  as  far  as  possible.  Some  desired  that  the  sewage  of  Portslade 
should  be  carried  out  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  Wish,  but  Mr. 
Santo  Crimp  showed  that  two-thirds  of  the  district  drained  fell  towards 
the  proposed  western  outfall,  and  one-third  towards  the  Wish,  so  that 
the  proposed  scheme  was  the  most  economical. 

It  is  most  important  that  some  system  should  be  carried  out  as 
soon  as  possible,  as  the  drainage  of  these  two  parishes  is  in  a  most 
insanitary  condition,  as  I  have  frequently  pointed  out  on  previous 
occasions.  A  detailed  account  of  the  three  schemes  originally  proposed 
by  Messrs.  Mansergh,  Law,  and  Blaber  will  be  found  in  my  Annual 
Report  for  1895. 

Portslade. — Up  to  June,  1896,  the  cesspools  were  emptied  by,  and 
at  the  cost,  of  the  owners,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  private 
persons  in  a  most  expensive,  filthy,  and  offensive  manner,  and  in  many 
cases,  the  contents  had  to  be  conveyed  through  dwelling  houses  by 
means  of  buckets.  The  District  Council  decided  to  adopt  the  system 
which  is  carried  on  at  Bexley,  Gravesend,  and  other  towns,  and  known 
as  the  “  Bexley  System.”  A  detailed  description  of  the  working  and 
capital  cost  of  the  system  was  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1896.

The  labour  in  the  above,  together  with  a  portion  of  the  horse  hire, 
includes  the  expense  attached  to  emptying  and  cleansing  the  ditch 
which  receives  the  sewage  from  Upper  Portslade. 

Mr.  Taylor  Allen,  the  Surveyor,  who  has  carried  out  the  system 
very  efficiently,  is  much  satisfied  with  the  result. 


PORTSLADE  DITCH. 

The  ditch  is  now  divided  by  weir  boards  into  three  sections,  the 
section  near  the  outlet  being  cleared  as  often  as  possible,  but  without 
the  co-operation  of  the  landlord  and  tenant,  the  ditch  cannot  be  kept 
so  satisfactory  as  it  otherwise  might  be.  ltfis  to  be  regretted  that  the 
first  scheme  submitted  to  the  Council  and  estimated  by  the  Surveyor 
to  cost  <£60  fell  through  owing  to  an  elaborate  agreement  being  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  owner.

This  work  has  been  proceeded  with  as  occasion  permitted. 


SCAVENGING  AND  CLEANSING. 


The  work  of  scavenging  is  well  done  and  the  streets  are  kept  clean. 

The  usual  contracts  were  made  for  removing  ashes  and  house 
refuse  from  the  houses  in  Portslade.  The  Authority  requires  the  house 
refuse  to  be  removed  from  the  ashpits  fortnightly  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  annual  cost  is  =£86. 


COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  are  now  86  cowsheds  and  dairies,  many  of  them  are  on  a 
very  small  scale,  they  are  all  kept,  clean,  and  with  the  exception  of  one, 
the  drainage  is  fairly  good. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

The  14  bakehouses  have  been  frequently  inspected  and  found 
clean. 

One  new  one  has  been  constructed,  and  the  old  one  closed. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  3  slaughter-houses  are  fairly  well  kept  as  regards  cleanliness, 
and  any  refuse  of  offal  is  removed  as  soon  as  possible.  The  walls  are 
regularly  limewashed. 


MARGARINE  ACT. 

Very  little  is  sold,  and  in  places  where  sold  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  1887  is  observed. 


NEW  HOUSES. 

Thirty-three  new  houses  were  erected  and  water  certificates  granted 
by  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  Sec.  6  of  the  Public  Health  (Water) 
Act,  1878. 


No  proceedings  were  taken  before  the  Magistrates. 
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INQUESTS. 


Inquests  were  held  in  five  cases  : — Male,  43  years,  suicide  by 
shooting  ;  male,  64  years,  pneumonia;  male,  31  years,  found  drowned; 
male,  19  years,  accidentally  thrown  from  horse  ;  male,  3  months,  acute 
congestion  of  lungs. 


There  were  no  deaths  returned  as  “  not  certified  ”  during  the  year.

The  population  in  this  district  was  13,400  at  the  census  of  1841 
and  14,018  in  1851  ;  partly  owing  to  changes  in  the  area,  it  rose  to 
17,876  in  1861,  and  to  19,935  in  1871,  and  then  by  steady  increases  to 
22,300  in  1881,  and  to  24,885  in  1891. 

The  above  figures,  however,  include  the  urban  district  of  Horsham, 
which  was  formed  in  1875,  and  which  had  a  population  of  6,874  in  1881 
and  8,087  in  1891  ;  Crawley  was  added  in  1880.  The  parish  of 
Cowfold  was  added  to  this  district  on  the  passing  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Act,  1894  ;  the  figures  of  this  parish  relate  only  to  1895-96.

The  population  has  increased  considerably  in  Ifield  and  in  Horsham 
North  parishes,  while  it  has  changed  but  slowly  in  the  rest  of  the 
district. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1895,  a  table  was  given  showing  the 
population  as  numbered  at  each  census  in  1861-91,  also  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  each  parish ;  a  table  was  also  given  showing  the 
deaths  in  each  parish  from  various  causes  during  the  previous  twenty 
years  arranged  in  four  five-year  periods.  These  tables  are  not  repeated, 
but  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  deaths  in  each  parish  for  the 
twenty-two  years,  1876-97,  from  each  of  those  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  ;  also  from  four  diseases  which,  though  formerly  included  in 
the  zymotic  group,  are  not  notifiable ;  from  the  frequent  diseases, 
consumption,  lung  disease,  and  heart  disease  ;  and,  lastly,  from  a  causes. 


Table  showing  the  Deaths  from  various  causes  in  each  Parish  in  the  twenty-two  years,  1876-97. 
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By  comparing  the  tables  in  the  Report  for  1895,  with  the  present  one, 
the  death-rate  for  each  parish  can  be  easily  obtained,  and  also  the 
prevalence  of  each  group  of  disorders  in  each  five-year  period. 


Cholera  and  relapsing  fever,  though  included  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases,  are  here  omitted,  as  there  were  no  cases  recorded 
during  the  period. 

In  1841,  the  Horsham  registration  district  was  included  with 
East  Grinstead  and  Cuckfield  for  statistical  purposes  ;  this  large  area  had 
a  population  at  the  census  of  1841  of  43,161  persons.  There  were  in 
that  year  1,301  births  so  that  the  birth-rate  was  equal  to  30*1  per 
1,000  persons  living. 

The  deaths  in  1841  in  this  whole  area  were  796,  so  that  the  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  18*4  per  1,000  ;  the  deaths  from  what  would  now  be 
called  notifiable  diseases  were  77  in  number,  and  the  rate  was  equal  to 
1*77  per  1,000  of  population;  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases  the 
zymotic  mortality  was  equal  to  2*39  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  diseases  were  at  that  time  placed  in  the  zymotic  class  which 
included  16  disorders,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  103  deaths,  there 
were  32  other  deaths,  making  in  all  135  in  this  class,  viz.,  croup  14, 
thrush  4,  influenza  12,  ague  1,  and  syphilis  1.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  dysentery,  cholera,  remittent  fever,  or  hydrophobia — diseases 
which  completed  the  16  members  of  the  group. 


In  1851,  the  population  of  the  Horsham  district,  which  amounted 
to  12,270  in  1831  and  to  13,400  in  1841,  had  increased  to  14,018.  In 
the  eight  years,  1845-52,  there  were  within  this  area  3,425  births  and 
1,986  deaths  ;  the  mean  birth-rate  during  this  period  was  equal  to  30-9, 
and  the  mean  death-rate  was  equal  to  17 '9  per  1,000  of  population.

In  Table  3  the  death-rates  for  various  groups  of  diseases  are  given 
for  Ifield  and  for  each  sub- district. 

The  mean  general  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  is  13'9  per 
1,000  in  the  twenty  years  1876-95,  and  there  has  been  no  marked 
variation  in  each  five-year  period. 

In  1896  and  again  in  1897,  the  rate  of  mortality  was  unusually  low. 

All  deaths  occurring  in  Horsham  Workhouse,  which  is  situated 
inside  this  district,  have  been  distributed  each  year  to  each  parish 
whence  the  inmate  came. 

The  above  death-rates  are  those  recorded  in  each  parish  and  they 
are  strictly  comparable  one  with  another.  In  comparing  this  district 
with  other  districts  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population,  which  is  mostly  of  a  rural  type,  makes 
the  mortality  appear  a  little  too  high.  Taking  the  factor  for  correction 
throughout  England  and  Wales  as  unity  (1 '00000),  the  factor  for 
correction  for  this  district  is  '93960  ;  the  recorded  mean  death-rate  in 
Table  3  of  1 3*94,  multiplied  by  this  factor,  becomes  the  corrected  death- 
rate  of  13T0  per  1000. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATE. 


During  the  year  1897,  the  births  of  410  children  were  registered  ; 
of  these  206  were  male,  and  204  were  female. 

Estimating  the  population  in  fche  middle  of  the  year  at  19,050,  the 
birth-rate  was  equal  to  21  5  per  1,000  persons  living.

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  238  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  the  year 
1897,  but  to  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  2  persons  in 
Horsham  Cottage  Hospital,  and  from  this  nmuber  must  be  deducted 
the  deaths  of  8  persons  in  Horsham  Workhouse,  who  came  from  the 
Horsham  Urban  Sanitary  District,  thus  leaving  the  corrected  figures  at 
232  ;  the  remaining  workhouse  deaths  were  distributed  among  the 
several  parishes  whence  each  inmate  came,  viz.,  Shipley  1,  Nuthurst  3, 
Horsham  1,  Crawley  1,  Ifield  1,  Warnham  1,  Slinfold  1,  Rudgwick  2, 
and  Billingshurst  2. 

Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  19,050,  the 
death-rate  was  equal  to  12*2  per  1,000  persons  living. 

In  country  places  throughout  England  and  Wales  the  rate  of 
mortality  in  1897  was  equal  to  15*8  per  1,000  of  population,  or  1*2  per 
1,000  below  the  mean  rate  in  the  ten  years,  1887-96.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Warnham. — In  1886,  a  main  sewer  about  1,213  yards  in  length,  and 
consisting  of  9in.  and  12in.  stoneware  pipes,  was  laid  down  to  drain 
Warnham  Court  and  about  40  houses  in  the  adjacent  village.  A  sum 
of  <£450  was  applied  for  to  carry  out  the  work,  but  the  amount  was 
raised  to  .£600  in  order  that  a  small  piece  of  land  near  the  river  might 
be  purchased,  over  which  the  sewage  could  pass  before  flowing  into  the 
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stream.  The  work  was  done  in  1886  by  Mr.  Lucas,  of  Warnham  Court, 
but  the  loan  of  <£600,  to  repay  the  expenses  incurred,  was  not  ootained 
until  1888.

Only  one  man  is  employed  on  the  farm  ;  the  labour  bill  amounts  to 
about  <£52  a  year,  besides  which  there  are  other  expenses  for  con¬ 
structing  banks,  laying  out  the  ground,  seeds,  tools,  &c.,  which  vary 
from  time  to  time. 


The  rye  grass  is  sold  by  tender  ;  it  is  cut  and  removed  at  the  expense 
of  the  farmer  whose  tender  is  accepted. 


The  following  report  is  the  usual  annual  one  sent  in  by  Mr.  Moses 
Brooks  to  the  Horsham  Rural  District  Council : — 


“  I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  annual  report  and  statement  of 
accounts  of  the  Crawley  and  Ifield  Sewage  Farm,  for  the  year  ending 
25th  March,  1897. 


“  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  during  that  time  I  have  received  no 
complaint  whatever  as  to  the  condition  of  the  effluent  water  on  leaving 
the  sewage  farm. 

“  The  sum  received  for  the  rye  grass  upon  the  farm,  during  the 
past  year,  was  <£12,  being  the  same  amount  as  in  the  previous  year. 
Owing  to  the  wet  autumn  the  portion  of  the  farm  that  I  recommended, 
in  my  last  report,  to  be  ploughed  and  new  seed  sown  was  not  proceeded 
with,  and  the  plant  is  stronger  this  year. 


“  During  the  past  year  a  large  quantity  of  sludge  has  been  taken 
from  the  tanks,  but  owing  to  the  mild  and  wet  winter  I  have  only  been 
able  to  get  a  portion  of  it  dry  enough  to  take  away  ;  fifty-eight  loads 
have  been  sold  at  Is.  per  load,  and  there  is  now  a  large  quantity  to  be 
disposed  of  as  soon  as  it  is  dry  enough  to  be  removed. 


“  By  constant  care  and  attention,  by  frequently  cleaning  out  the 
tanks,  and  then  passing  the  effluent  over  the  land,  I  have  been  able  to 
keep  the  effluent  water  from  becoming  a  nuisance,  and  to  ensure  that 
this  is  properly  attended  to  I  have  made  70  visits  to  the  farm  during 
the  past  year,

The  population  in  this  registration  district  was  9,680  at  the  census 
of  1841  and  9,629  in  1851  ;  chiefly  owing  to  changes  in  the  area,  it 
rose  to  10,065  in  1861,  but  since  1871  there  has  been  a  steady  decline.

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1895,  a  table  was  given  showing  the 
population  as  numbered  at  each  census  in  1861-91,  also  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  each  parish  ;  a  table  was  also  given  showing  the 
deaths  in  each  parish  from  various  causes  during  the  previous  twenty 
years  arranged  in  four  five-year  periods.  These  tables  are  not  repeated, 
but  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  deaths  in  each  parish  for  the 
twenty-two  years,  1876-97,  from  each  of  those  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  ;  also  from  four  diseases  which,  though  formerly  included  in 
the  zymotic  group,  are  not  notifiable ;  from  the  frequent  diseases, 
consumption,  lung  disease,  and  heart  disease  ;  and,  lastly,  from  all  causes. 
By  comparing  the  tables  in  the  Report  for  1895,  with  the  present  one, 
the  death-rate  for  each  parish  can  be  easily  obtained,  and  also  the 
prevalence  of  each  group  of  disorders  in  each  five-year  period. 

In  1841,  the  Petworth  registration  district  was  included  with 
Westhampnett,  Midhurst,  and  Westbourne  for  statistical  purposes  ;  this 
large  area  had  a  population  at  the  census  of  1841  of  43,831  persons. 
There  were  in  that  year  1,388  births,  so  that  the  birth-rate  was  equal 
*to  3T7  per  1,000  persons  living.

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The  deaths  in  1841  in  this  whole  area  were  804,  so  that  the  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  18*3  per  1,000  ;  the  deaths  from  what  would  now  be 
called  notifiable  diseases  were  94  in  number,  and  the  rate  was  equal  to 
2*14  per  1,000  of  population;  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases  the 
zymotic  mortality  was  equal  to  3*33  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  diseases  were  at  that  time  placed  in  the  zymotic  class  which 
included  16  disorders,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  146  deaths,  there 
were  10  other  deaths,  making  in  all  156  in  this  class,  viz.,  croup  3, 
influenza  3,  remittent  fever  2,  and  syphilis  1.  There  were  no  deaths 
in  1841  from  thrush,  dysentery,  cholera,  ague,  or  hydrophobia — diseases 
which  completed  the  16  members  of  the  group. 

In  1851,  the  population  of  the  Petworth  district,  which  amounted 
to  9,039  iik  1831  and  to  9,680  in  1841,  had  decreased  to  9,629  in  1851. 
In  the  eight  years,  1845-52,  there  were  within  this  area  2,283  births 
and  1,295  deaths  ;  the  mean  birth-rate  during  this  period  was  equal  to 
29’6,  and  the  mean  death-rate  was  equal  to  16*8  per  1,000  of  population.

In  Table  3  the  death-rates  for  various  groups  of  diseases  are  given 
for  Petworth  Parish  and  for  each  Sub- District. 

The  mean  genera1  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  is  50*70  per 
1,000  in  the  twenty  years  1876-95,  and  there  has  been  a  gradual 
reduction  in  the  rate  from  16 *09  in  the  first  five,  to  15*19  in  the  last 
live-year  period. 

In  1896  and  also  in  1897,  the  rate  of  mortality  was  unusually  low. 

All  deaths  in  Petworth  and  Wisborough  Green  Workhouses  have 
been  distributed  each  year  to  each  parish  whence  the  inmate  came.  The 
mortality  is  fairly  uniform  throughout  the  whole  area,  but  lung  disease 
is  more  common  in  the  northern  parishes  which  form  a  cold  and  wet 
clav  area.

The  above  death-rates  are  those  recorded  in  each  parish  and  they 
are  strictly  comparable  one  with  another.  In  comparing  this  district 
with  other  districts  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population,  which  is  mostly  of  a  rural  type,  makes 
the  mortality  appear  a  little  too  high. 

Taking  the  factor  for  correction  throughout  England  and  Wales  as 
unity  (1*00000),  the  factor  for  correction  for  this  district  is  *87329  ; 
the  recorded  mean  death-rate  in  Table  3  of  15*70,  multiplied  by  this 
factor,  becomes  the  corrected  death-rate  of  13  71  per  1,000.

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 


There  were  113  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  the  year 
1897  ;  of  these  4  took  place  in  Petworth  Workhouse,  12  in  Wisborough 
Green  Workhouse,  and  none  in  Petworth  Cottage  Hospital.  These 
deaths  have  been  distributed  among  the  several  parishes  whence  each 
inmate  came,  viz.,  Wisborough  Green  5,  Northchapel  3,  Kirdford  4, 
Petworth  3,  and  Sutton  1. 

Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  9,340,  the 
death-rate  was  equal  to  12T  per  1,000  persons  living. 

In  country  places  throughout  England  and  Wales  the  rate  of 
mortality  in  1897  was  equal  to  15'8  per  1,000  of  population,  or  12  per 
1,000  below  the  mean  rate  in  the  ten  years,  1887-96.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Rural  District  Council  applied  for  sanction  to  borrow  £900  for 
purposes  of  water  supply  for  the  special  drainage  district  of  Petworth, 
and  on  September  15th,  1897,  an  inquiry  for  this  purpose  was  held  at 
Petworth,  by  Mr.  Willcocks,  M.  Inst.  C.E.  The  clerk  stated  that  the 
population  of  the  special  drainage  district  was  about  2,000,  and  the 
rateable  value  =£5,626,  while  the  outstanding  loans  amounted  to  £1,828. 
In  1883  the  present  water  supply  was  completed  at  the  expense  of  Lord 
Leconfield  and  the  special  drainage  district,  the  latter  raising  a  loan  of 
£800,  repayable  in  27  years,  a  half  of  which  had  now  been  repaid, 
Lord  Leconfield  provided  the  engine-house,  boiler,  and  the  pumping 
apparatus,  and  also  gave  the  site  for  the  pumping  station  and  reservoir. 
For  many  years  everything  went  on  satisfactorily,  but  in  consequence  of 
the  breakdown  of  machinery  and  an  increasing  demand  for  water,  the 
Parochial  Committee,  in  March,  1895,  consulted  an  engineer,  Mr. 
Charles  Wells,  of  Lewes,  who  submitted  a  report,  but  on  a  test  being 
made  it  was  found  that  the  suggested  scheme  was  not  workable.  The 
Parochial  Committee  then  considered  the  desirability  of  duplicating  the 
motive  power  by  means  of  a  petroleum  engine,  but  ultimately  decided 
to  have  engine,  boiler,  and  pump  similar  to  those  now  in  use.  A 
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meeting  of  the  parochial  electors  in  the  special  drainage  district  was 
held  on  April  15th.  1897,  when  it  was  unanimously  decided  that  there 
should  he  duplicate  steam  power,  and  that  the  expense  should  be  raised 
by  loan.  Hence,  the  application  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 
Estimates  amounting  to  <£899  15s.  had  been  received  from  builders  for 
carrying  out  the  work. 

Messrs.  Fairbank  and  Son,  who  advised  the  Committee,  having 
considered  the  specification  and  estimates  which  had  been  obtained,  had 
recommended  some  alterations  that  would  probably  increase  the  cost. 

Objections  were  raised  that  the  plans  were  not  decided  upon  by  the 
District  Council ;  that  the  engineer  was  not  present  to  explain  them  ; 
that  the  inquiry  was  held  prematurely  ;  that  the  present  machinery 
had  been  put  in  for  a  considerably  less  sum  than  the  estimate  now 
proposed,  and  that  the  Parochial  Committee,  before  putting  the  parish 
to  a  heavy  expenditure,  were  endeavouring  to  get  the  estimate  greatly 
reduced. 

Nothing  more  has  been  done  at  present.

entirely  satisfactory.  r_ 

show  that  the  water  is  practically  free  from  organic  matter,  is,  in  fact, 
of  extraordinary  organic  purity.  The  analysis  affords  no  evidence  or 
suggestion  of  contamination  with  sewage.  This  result  is  corroborated 
by  the  bacterioscopic  examination,  which  showed  that  the  water  con¬ 
tained  but  about  30  bacterial  organisms  per  cubic  centimetre,  while  100 
organisms  in  that  quantity  are  considered  satisfactory.  None  of  these 
bacteria  were  found  capable  of  development  in  phenolised  acid  agar 
jelly,  proving  the  absence  of  sewage  bacteria. 

Minerally  the  water  is  also  satisfactory.  It  is  but  moderately  hard. 

Altogether  1  am  of  opinion  that  this  supply  is  of  excellent  quality, 
and  in  every  way  fitted  for  drinking,  cooking,  or  washing. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

Rid  Lion  Yard,  Petworth. — There  is  an  area  in  the  town  of 
Petworth,  known  as  Red  Lion  Yard,  which  runs  backward  in  a 
southerly  direction  from  High  Street.  On  either  side  of  this  yard  there 
are  some  very  old  houses  situated  in  the  middle  third  of  the  area  ;  on 
the  east  side,  there  are  nine,  and  on  the  west  side,  there  are  seven 
houses. 


The  ground  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  yard  is  higher  than  the 
floors  of  the  houses,  while  the  ground  on  the  western  side  slopes  away 
from  the  dwellings.  South  of  the  cottages  there  is  an  open  space, 
which  for  nearly  half  its  area  is  used  for  keeping  pigs,  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  space  is  occupied  by  three  closets,  and  there  is  an  accumulation  of 
house  refuse  and  ashes.  The  closets  are  60  feet  distant  from  the 
nearest,  and  140  feet  distant  from  the  farthest  dwelling.  A  screen  in 
front  of  them  affords  some  privacy.  Each  closet  is  furnished  with  a 
hopper  pan  and  trap,  and  a  flushing  cistern,  and  the  pans  are  kept  in  a 
clean  condition.  A  drain  about  200  feet  long  carries  the  contents  to 
the  sewer  in  High  Street. 


The  water  supply  for  these  houses  is  obtained  from  two  stand¬ 
pipes  at  Nos.  3  and  7,  and  it  affords  a  very  good  supply,  as  it  comes 
from  the  public  main. 

Down  the  centre  of  this  yard  there  is  an  open  gutter  down  which 
dirty  house  water  is  thrown,  but  the  channel  is  very  uneven  and  roughly 
laid  with  stones,  so  that  dirty  water  often  lies  there  in  a  stagnant  con¬ 
dition. 


The  space  between  the  houses  has  an  average  width  of  ten 
feet.  On  the  east  side,  there  are  six  houses,  numbered  3  to 
8,  facing  the  yard,  while  Nos.  1  and  2  are  at  the  back  of  Nos.  4 
and  3  respectively  and  No.  9  is  at  the  back  of  No  7. 


In  this  group  of  nine  houses,  No.  8  is  the  best,  as  the  front  doors 
and  windows  face  south  ;  in  all  the  rest,  the  rooms  are  small,  dark,  damp, 
and  dirty.  There  is  no  back  doors  to  any  of  them,  and  no  means  sufficient 
for  through  ventilation.  The  grounds  at  the  back  being  higher  than 
the  living  rooms,  the  walls  are  therefore  damp  as  there  is  no  damp 
course. 


The  shooting  to  these  houses  is  in  a  fair  condition,  but  the  rain 
water  is  conveyed  by  down  pipes,  three  of  which  end  some  feet  from  the 
ground,  and  there  is  no  drain  or  trap  to  receive  the  rainfall  ;  hence  the 
outer  walls  become  damp  in  spite  of  the  zinc  plating,  and  the  water 
flows  along  the  surface  of  the  unpaved  yard.  There  is  no  wash-house, 
no  copper,  no  sink,  and  no  means  of  obtaining  clean  rain  water,  except 
in  No.  8  which  has  a  copper  and  washhouse.  The  roofs  are  chiefly  tiled, 
but  they  are  so  old  that  many  tiles  are  loose,  or  absent,  and  in  many 
of  the  houses,  rain  comes  through  the  roof.  Several  of  the  windows  in 
the  living  rooms  do  not  open. 
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On  the  west  side,  No.  10  to  15  are  in  a  similar  condition,  but  the 
first  storey  is  partly  made  of  wood  which  would  be  very  dangerous  in 
case  of  fire  ;  the  rooms  are  small,  low-pitched  and  dark,  except  in  No  10, 
where  there  are  two  windows  facing  south.  There  is  no  back-door,  no 
proper  through  ventilation,  no  damp  course,  no  wash-house,  sink  nor 
copper  ;  some  of  the  windows  in  the  living  rooms  do  not  open.

No.  16  is  in  fair  condition,  and  it  stands  apart  from  the  rest.  There 
are  thus  16  families,  consisting  of  33  adults  and  16  children,  who  have 
the  use  of  only  three  closets ;  in  all  49  persons. 


At  the  south  end  of  the  yard  there  are  four  pigstyes,  which  are  too 
near  the  houses,  for  the  yard  in  which  the  pigs  are  is  about  ten  feet 
from  the  nearest  dwelling,  and  the  styes  are  about  50  feet  distant. 

The  sanitary  defects  of  these  houses  may  be  thus  summarised  : — 

1.  Deficient  closet  accommodation. 

2.  Defective  drainage. 

3.  Damp  rooms. 

4.  Deficient  provision  for  rain  water. 

5.  Defective  roofs. 

6.  Broken  windows  in  some  cases  ;  several  windows  do  not  open. 

7.  Want  of  through  ventilation. 

8.  Absence  of  any  means  for  washing  except  in  living-room. 

9.  Want  of  any  copper,  or  sink,  or  washhouse. 

10.  Dirty  internal  walls,  which  require  lime  washing. 

1 1 .  Dirty  external  walls. 

1 2.  Too  narrow  a  space  between  the  two  rows  of  houses. 

1 3.  General  dilapidations  in  structure  from  the  old  age  of  the  dwellings. 
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I  advised  the  Council  that  a  closing  order  be  asked  for  from  the 
Magistrates  under  ss.  30  and  32  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act,  1890,  and  that  an  opportunity  be  thus  afforded  the  owner  to  put 
the  property  in  proper  repair.  The  Council  agreed  to  this  course 
being  adopted  and  two  months  were  allowed  for  the  necessary 
alterations  to  be  carried  out. 


Trump  Alley  Drainage. — Many  years  ago  a  drain  was 
constructed  in  Trump  Alley  to  carry  off  rain  or  surface  water  ; 
this  drain  ran  from  East  Street  down  Trump  Alley  to  a  spot  at  the 
back  of  some  stores,  running  from  east  to  west,  it  then  turned  off  into 
a  southerly  direction  passing  under  the  Post  Office  Garden,  and  beneath 
a  private  house  into  the  main  drain  in  New  Street. 


So  long  as  only  storm  water  passed  down  no  nuisance  was  caused, 
but  in  course  of  time  some  dirty  house  water  and  liquid  refuse  from  a 
slaughter  house  entered,  and  a  nuisance  has  been  the  result.  The  drain 
complained  of  is  a  square  one,  made  of  bricks,  and  it  never  formed  part 
of  the  Petworth  Main  Drainage  System.  In  October,  1893,  I  made  a 
report  on  the  condition  of  Trump  Alley,  when  I  made  the  same  recom¬ 
mendation  thatl  do  now.  I  advised  nothing  but  drain  or  surface  water 
should  pass  down  the  old  drain ;  that  a  new  drain,  made  of  socketed 
drain  pipes,  laid  at  an  uniform  gradient  and  duly  cemented  together, 
should  be  laid  down  Trump  Alley  from  a  spot  at  the  back  of  Mr. 
Austin’s  premises,  and  be  carried  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  main 
sewer  in  East  Street.  This  drain  would  carry  away  all  refuse  from  the 
slaughter  house  and  the  drainage  from  any  houses  near. 


Since  1893  a  w.c.  has  been  erected  with  a  hopper  pan  and  trap 
which  is  now  connected  with  the  old  drain.  This  closet  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  flushing  tank,  and  it  should  be  connected  with  the  sug¬ 
gested  new  drain  ;  it  is  now  in  a  very  dirty  condition. 


Such  a  new  drain  would  be  about  180  feet  in  length,  and  any 
houses  or  property  within  100  feet  of  it  could  be  therewith  connected. 
Although  the  surface  of  the  ground  slopes  from  east  to  west,  yet  the 
main  sewer  is  laid  at  such  a  depth  in  East  Street,  that  -there  would 
be  ample  fall  for  such  a  drain  as  is  suggested. 


The  surface  of  the  ground  in  Trump  Alley,  is  very  uneven  and 
rough,  so  that,  it  cannot  be  properly  cleansed. 


If  would  be  a  great  improvement  if  this  area  were  relaid  with  some 
hard  impervious  material  which  could  be  readily  cleansed,  and  ( if  an 
open  channel  or  gutter  were  provided  whereby  any  storm  water  could 
be  easily  carried  off. 


The  above  suggested  alterations  have  now  been  carried  out.

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MARGARINE  ACT. 

Very  little  margarine  is  sold  here  by  the  grocers,  and  where  it  can 
be  obtained  the  regulations  of  the  Act  have  been  complied  with.  There 
seems  to  be  no  demand  for  this  substance  on  the  part  of  the  scattered 
agricultural  popula  tion . 

BAKEHOUSES. 

These  are  25  in  number,  and  they  have  been  often  inspected,  and 
they  have  been  well  kept.  There  is  no  bakehouse  on  a  large  scale,  and 
the  chief  duty  is  to  see  that  they  are  frequently  cleansed  and  lime- 
washed.  In  each  case  there  is  a  good  amount  of  light  and  air,  and  in 
no  case  is  there  any  drain  within  the  building. 


COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

These  are  in  most  cases  very  well  kept,  care  being  taken  that  there 
is  an  ample  supply  of  good  water,  plenty  of  light  and  ventilation,  frequent 
removal  of  refuse  and  cleansing  of  the  walls  and  floors. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 


These  are  nine  in  number  and  they  are  very  well  kept  as  regards 
cleanliness  and  removal  of  refuse.  In  many  instances  animals  are  only 
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killed  once  or  twice  a  week,  so  there  is  no  difficulty  in  keeping  them 
clean  and  tidy.  Each  slaughter-house  is  often  lime  washed,  and  the 
blood  is  generally  removed  at  once  for  use  in  a  garden.

The  population  in  this  registration  district  was  7,577  at  the  census 
of  1841  and  7,434  in  1851  ;  chiefly  owing  to  alterations  in  area,  it 
rose  to  8,036  in  1861,  but  since  1871  there  has  been  a  steady  decline 
in  the  number  living.

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1895,  a  table  was  given  showing  the 
population  as  numbered  at  each  census  in  1861-91,  also  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  each  parish  ;  a  table  was  also  given  showing  the 
deaths  in  each  parish  from  various  causes  during  the  previous  twenty 
years  arranged  in  four  five-year  periods.  These  tables  are  not  repeated, 
but  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  deaths  in  each  parish  for  the 
twenty-two  years,  1876-97,  from  each  of  those  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  ;  also  from  four  diseases  which,  though  formerly  included  in 
the  zymotic  group,  are  not  notifiable ;  from  the  frequent  diseases, 
consumption,  lung  disease,  and  heart  disease  ;  and,  lastly,  from  all  causes. 
By  comparing  the  tables  in  the  Report  for  1895,  with  the  present  one, 
the  death-rate  for  each  parish  can  be  easily  obtained,  and  also  the 
prevalence  of  each  group  of  disorders  in  each  five-year  period. 


Cholera  and  relapsing  fever,  though  included  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases,  are  here  omitted,  as  there  were  no  cases  recorded 
during  the  period. 


Table  showing  the  Deaths  from  various  causes  in  each  Parish  in  the  twenty-two  years,  1876-97. 
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In  1841,  the  Thakeham  registration  district  was  included  with 
Sfceyning  and  Worthing  for  statistical  purposes  ;  this  large  area  had 
a  population  at  the  census  of  1841  of  39,686  persons.  There  were  in 
that  year  1,046  births,  so  that  the  birth-rate  was  equal  to  26*3  per 
1,000  persons  living. 

The  deaths  in  1841  in  this  whole  area  were  655,  so  that  the  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  16 ’5  per  1,000  ;  the  deaths  from  what  would  now  be 
called  notifiable  diseases  were  57  in  number,  and  the  rate  was  equal  to 
1‘43  per  1,000  of  population;  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases  the 
zymotic  mortality  was  equal  to  T96  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  diseases  were  at  that  time  placed  in  the  zymotic  class  which 
included  16  disorders,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  78  deaths,  there 
were  11  other  deaths,  making  in  all  89  in  this  class,  viz.,  croup  3, 
thrush  3,  ague  4,  and  influenza  1.  There  were  no  deaths  in  1841  from 
dysentery,  cholera,  remittent  fever,  syphilis,  or  hydrophobia — diseases 
which  completed  the  16  members  of  the  group. 

In  1851,  the  population  of  the  Thakeham  district,  which  amounted 
to  7,319  in  1831  and  to  7,577  in  1841,  had  decreased  to  7,434.  In 
the  eight  years,  1845-52,  there  were  within  this  area  1,839  births 
and  1,102  deaths  ;  the  mean  birth-rate  during  this  period  was  equal  to 
30’ 6,  and  the  mean  death-rate  was  equal  to  18 ’4  per  1,000  of  population.

The  mean  general  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  is  14’98  per 
1,000  in  the  twenty  years  1876-95,  and  there  has  been  a  gradual 
reduction  in  the  rate  from  15  63  in  the  first  five,  to  1 3*89  in  the  third 
five-year  period,  but  since  then  there  has  been  a  rise. 


In  1896  and  also  in  1897,  the  rate  of  mortality  was  unusually  low. 


All  deaths  in  Thakeham  Workhouse  have  been  distributed  each 
year  to  each  parish  whence  the  inmate  came. 


The  above  death-rates  are  those  recorded  in  each  parish  and  they 
are  strictly  comparable  one  with  another.  In  comparing  this  district 
with  other  districts  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population,  which  is  mostly  of  a  rural  type,  makes 
the  mortality  appear  a  little  too  high. 


Taking  the  factor  for  correction  throughout  England  and  Wales  as 
unity  (1  •00000),  the  factor  for  correction  for  this  district  is  '86429  ; 
the  recorded  mean  death-rate  in  Table  3  of  1 4' 98,  multiplied  by  this 
factor,  becomes  the  corrected l  death-rate  of  1 2*95  per  1,000.

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  99  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  the  year 
1897. 

Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  8,000,  the 
death-rate  was  equal  to  12*4  per  1,000  persons  living. 

In  country  places  throughout  England  and  Wales  the  mortality 
in  1897  was  equal  to  15*8  per  1,000  of  population,  or  1*2  per  1,000 
below  the  mean  rate  in  the  ten  years,  1887-96.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  is  generally  supplied  with  good  water  from  deep  wells, 
and  care  is  taken  to  see  that  the  Public  Health  Water  Act,  1878,  is 
carried  out  in  cases  of  newly  erected  houses.  At  some  of  the  old 
cottages  it  is  found  that  the  only  supply  is  from  a  surface  spring 
taken  from  a  dipping  hole. 

Samples  of  water  have  in  several  cases  been  analysed  and  found  to 
be  of  good  quality. 

Owing  to  the  small  amount  of  rainfall  there  was  much  deficiency 
in  the  water  supply  during  the  autumn.

SCAVENGING  AND  CLEANSING. 

In  the  Parish  of  Storrin^ton  the  Contractor  collects  and  empties 
all  pail  closets  every  Saturday  morning,  and  ash-pits  every  Tuesday  and 
Friday  as  necessary.  During  the  year  lie  emptied  and  removed  the 
contents  of  98  ash-pits,  89  cesspools,  52  privies,  and  2,430  pails. 


COWSHEDS. 


There  are  eighteen  cowsheds  which  are  kept  in  most  cases  in  a 
good  condition,  being  well  watered  and  ventilated,  and  frequently  lime- 
waslied. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  slaughter  houses  are  often  inspected  and  are  kept  in  a  very 
fair  condition. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

Care  is  taken  that  frequent  cleansing  and  limewashing  is  done. 


PROCEEDINGS  BEFORE  THE  MAGISTRATES. 

<% 

Two  men  were  summoned  before  the  Ste}rning  Bench  for  exposing 
unsound  fish  for  sale  for  human  food,  on  October  5th,  189G.  The  case 
was  dismissed. 


A  seizure  of  4  pieces  of  foreign  mutton  weighing  25 gibs.,  was 
made  from  the  shop  of  a  provision  dealer  at  Ashington,  and  taken  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace,  after  which  an  order  for  destroying  the  meat  was 
carried  out.  The  case  was  taken  before  the  Steyning  Bench  on  the 
22nd  day  of  March,  1897.  The  defendant  was  fined  £2,  with  15s  cost. 

A  notice  was  served  on  a  laundryman  at  West  Chiltington,  on 
July  12th,  1897,  to  provide  proper  and  sufficient  drainage  for  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  soap  suds.  This  work  he  refused  to  carry  out,  and  a  summons 
was  taken  out  against  him,  and  an  order  was  made  by  the  Petworth 
Bench  on  October  22nd,  1897,  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out  within 
21  days,  the  defendant  having  to  pay  the  costs  amounting  to  30s. 


Notices  were  served  on  Messrs.  Michell  and  Ransom  to  abate  a 
nuisance  caused  by  drains  emptying  into  the  ditch  by  the  side  of  a  high¬ 
way,  near  the  Frankland  Arms,  Washington,  and  in  default,  summonses 
were  taken  out  and  the  cases  were  heard  before  the  Steyning  Bench  on 
the  4th  day  of  October,  1897.  The  case  was  dismissed  on  the  grounds 
that  the  notices  were  served  on  the  wrong  persons.  The  Council  then 
served  a  notice  on  Mr.  William  Butcher,  occupier  of  the  land  on  which 
the  ditch  is  situated  to  abate  the  nuisance  by  cleaning  out  the  ditch. 
This  the  occupier  refused  to  do,  and  a  summons  was  taken  out,  and  the 
case  again  heard  by  the  Steyning  Bench  and  dismissed  with  costs.  The 
Bench  expressed  an  opinion  that  the  case  should  not  have  again  been 
brought  before  them. 
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HOUSES  UNFIT  FOR  HABITATION. 

Many  houses  are  very  old  and  damp,  the  roofs  being  very  leaky. 
These  defects  have  in  many  cases  been  brought  to  the  owner’s  notice, 
and  made  good.  Some  owners,  however,  have  thought  best  to  pull 
down  and  rebuild. 


NEW  HOUSES. 

The  Duke  of  Norfolk  is  building  new  cottages  at  Thakeham,  Warm- 
inghurst,  and  Amberley  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poorer  class. 


CLEANSING  OF  STREETS. 

The  cleansing  of  the  several  streets  in  the  villages  is  carried  out 
by  the  Highway  Authorities,  and  they  are  now  in  a  much  cleaner  state 
than  when  under  the  old  Parochial  Authorities. 


NOTICES  SERVED. 

Fifty -three  notices  were  served  during  1896-97  for  the  abatement 
of  nuisances  and  333  letters  were  written  in  conjunction  with  these 
matters.  A  scheme  was  prepared  for  the  drainage  of  part  of  the  village 
of  Washington,  but  it  will  not  be  carried  out  this  year. 


INQUESTS. 

Inquests  were  held  in  six  cases: — Female,  17  years,  accidentally 
poisoned  by  eating  tinned  fish  ;  male,  9  months,  membranous  croup  ; 
male,  39  years,  accidentally  run  over  by  a  bullock  van  ;  male,  68  years, 
accidental  fracture  of  thigh;  male,  13  years,  bronchitis;  female,  72 
years,  weak  heart  and  acute  bronchitis. 

There  were  no  deaths  returned  as  “  not  certified  ”  during  the  year.

The  population  in  this  registration  district  was  17,568  at  the  census 
of  1841  and  18,746  in  1851;  owing  chiefly  to  changes  in  the  area,  it 
declined  to  17,423  in  1861  ;  after  which  period  it  rose  to  21,579  in  1871, 
to  26,364  m  1881,  and  to  32,394  in  1891.  These  figures,  however, 
include  the  urban  districts  of  Worthing  and  Littlehampton,  which 
rapidly  increased  during  this  period,  and  Arundel  with  its  almost 
stationary  population.

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1895,  a  table  was  given  showing  the 
population  as  numbered  at  each  census  in  1861-91,  also  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  each  parish  ;  a  table  was  also  given  showing  the 
deaths  in  each  parish  from  various  causes  during  the  previous  twenty 
years  arranged  in  four  five-year  periods.  These  tables  are  not  repeated, 
but  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  deaths  in  each  parish  for  the 
twenty-two  years,  1876-97,  from  each  of  those  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  ;  also  from  four  diseases  which,  though  formerly  included  in 
the  zymotic  group,  are  not  notifiable ;  from  the  frequent  diseases, 
consumption,  lung  disease,  and  heart  disease  ;  and,  lastly,  from  all  causes. 
By  comparing  the  tables  in  the  Report  for  1895,  with  the  present  one, 
the  death-rate  for  each  parish  can  be  easily  obtained,  and  also  the 
prevalence  of  each  group  of  disorders  in  each  five-year  period. 

Cholera  and  relapsing  fever,  though  included  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases,  are  here  omitted,  as  there  were  no  cases  recorded 
during  the  period. 


Table  showing  the  Deaths  from  various  causes  in  each  Parish  in  the  twenty-two  years,  1876-97. 
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In  1841,  the  East  Preston  registration  district  was  included  with 
Steyning  and  Thakeham  for  statistical  purposes  ;  this  large  area  had 
a  population  at  the  census  of  1841  of  39,686  persons.  There  were  in 
that  year  1,046  births,  so  that  the  birth-rate  was  equal  to  26*3  per 
1,000  persons  living. 


The  deaths  in  1841  in  this  whole  area  were  655,  so  that  the  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  16*5  per  1,000  ;  the  deaths*  from  what  would  now  be 
called  notifiable  diseases  were  57  in  number,  and  the  rate  was  equal  to 
1*43  per  1,000  of  population;  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases  the 
zymotic  mortality  was  equal  to  1*96  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  diseases  were  at  that  time  placed  in  the  zymotic  class  which 
included  16  disorders,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  78  deaths,  there 
were  11  other  deaths,  making  in  all  89  in  this  class,  viz.,  croup  3, 
thrush  3,  ague  4,  and  influenza  1.  There  were  no  deaths  in  1841  from 
dysentery,  cholera,  remittent  fever,  syphilis,  or  hydrophobia — diseases 
which  completed  the  16  members  of  the  group. 


In  1851,  the  population  of  the  East  Preston  (Worthing)  district, 
which  amounted  to  16,050  in  1831  and  to  17,568  in  1841,  had  increased 
to  18,746.  In  the  eight  years,  1845-52,  there  were  within  this  area 
3,354  births  and  2,531  deaths ;  the  mean  birth-rate  during  this  period 
was  equal  to  22*7,  and  the  mean  death-rate  was  equal  to  17*1  per  1,000 
of  population.

In  Table  3  the  death-rates  for  various|groups  of  diseases  are  given 
for  the  whole  district  and  for  each  sub-district  for  a  period  of  twenty 
years. 

The  mean  general  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  was  14*8  per 
1,000  in  the  twenty  years  1876-95;  there  was  a  steady  fall  in  the 
mortality  from  1876  to  1890,  since  which  time  there  has  been  a  rise. 


All  deaths  occurring  in  East  Preston  Workhouse,  which  is  situated 
within  the  district,  have  been  distributed  to  each  parish  whence  the 
inmate  came.  The  deaths  in  that  Institution  belonging  to  any  urban 
district  have  been  transferred  to  the  town  to  which  the  persons 
belonged. 

The  above  death-rates  are  those  recorded  in  each  parish  and  they 
are  strictly  comparable  one  with  another.  In  comparing  this  district 
with  other  districts  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population,  which  is  mostly  of  a  rural  type,  makes 
the  mortality  appear  a  little  too  high. 


Taking  the  factor  of  correction  throughout  England  and  Wales  as 
unity  (T00000),  the  factor  for  correction  for  this  district  is  ’85361  ; 
the  recorded  mean  death-rate  in  Table  3  of  14*83,  multiplied  by  this 
factor,  becomes  the  corrected  death-rate  of  12’66  per  1,000. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATE.

In  the  Arundel  Sub-District  there  is  a  thinly  scattered  agricultural 
population  with  an  excess  of  people  at  advanced  periods  of  life ;  hence 
the  birth-rate  is  low. 


GENERAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  165  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  the  year 
1897,  but  from  this  number  must  be  deducted  the  deaths  of  21 
persons  belonging  to  urban  areas,  outside  this  district.  Of  these  21 
persons,  12  came  from  Worthing,  5  from  Littlehamptom,  and  4  from 
Arundel. 


There  were  also  9  other  deaths  in  the  Workhouse,  and  these  have 
been  distributed  among  the  several  parishes  whence  each  inmate  came, 
viz.,  Goring  2,  Angmering  2,  Lyminster  2,  Rustington  1,  Tortington  1, 
and  Patching  1. 


There  must  be  added  the  death  of  one  person  in  Worthing 
Infirmary,  who  belonged  to  Goring.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  this  district  amounts  therefore  to  145. 
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Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  9,800,  the 
death-rate  was  equal  to  14*8  per  1,000  persons  living.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  new  Waterworks  at  Broadwater 
were  completed,  and  West  Tarring  and  Broadwater  are  now  supplied 
with  abundance  of  excellent  water.  Many  houses  in  Salvington,  which 
is  a  hamlet  of  West  Tarring,  obtain  their  water  now  from  this  source. 

Wick  is  still  much  in  need  of  good  water,  and  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  a  sufficient  supply  will  be  provided  in  the  course  of  next 
year. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Broadwater. — A  proposal  has  been  made,  and  will  soon  be  carried 
out,  to  drain  Broadwater  into  the  system  of  the  Worthing  sewerage  by  a 
12in.  pipe,  joining  the  main  sewer  at  the  east  end  of  the  town.  A 
scheme  has  been  drawn  up  and  it  is  now  under  consideration. 

Wick. — Some  progress  was  made  with  regard  to  the  drainage  of 
this  place,  which  is  so  much  in  need  of  good  water  and  a  system  of 
sewerage. 

The  County  Council  of  W est  Sussex,  being  satisfied  that  a  case  had 
been  made  out  for  the  transfer  of  such  part  of  the  parish  of  Lyminster 
as  comprises  the  hamlet  of  Wick  from  the  Rural  District  of  East 
Preston  to  the  Urban  District  of  Littlehampton,  directed  a  local  inquiry 
to  be  held  prior  to  making  an  order  for  such  transfer. 
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The  inquiry  was  held  at  Littlehampton,  on  September  30th,  1897, 
before  a  Committee  of  the  West  Sussex  County  Council,  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  consisting  of  Messrs.  H.  Hargood,  W.  H.  B.  Fletcher,  and 
T.  Smith.  Much  evidence  was  taken  showing  the  insanitary  condition 
of  the  area  as  detailed  in  my  last  and  previous  reports. 

In  the  end,  the  inquiry  was  adjourned  to  await  a  report  from  the 
engineer  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk. 

Nothing  further  was  done  during  the  year,  nor  has  the  Committee 
again  met.

The  scavenging  of  house  refuse  at  Broadwater  and  West  Tarring, 
and  the  emptying  of  pr  ivies  and  cesspools  at  Broadwater  and  in  that 
part  of  West  Tarring  which  is  outside  of  the  sewage  area,  has  been 
carried  out  satisfactorily  by  the  contractors  in  each  parish. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

The  fifteen  bakehouses  have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  they 
have  been  well  kept. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  six  in  number,  and  they  have  been  kept  in  good  ordei 
but  they  require  frequent  inspection  to  see  that  no  nuisance  arises. 


COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 


The  twenty-six  cowsheds  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  kept 
clean  ;  no  disease  of  any  animals  was  recorded  during  the  year. 


LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  no  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district. 


PROCEEDINGS  BEFORE  THE  MAGISTRATES. 
No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year. 


INQUESTS. 

Inquests  were  held  in  twelve  cases  : — Male,  40  years,  suicide  by

found  drowned  in  the  sea.

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1895,  a  table  was  given  showing  the 
population  as  numbered  at  each  census  in  1861-91,  also  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  each  parish  ;  a  table  was  also  given  showing  the 
deaths  in  each  parish  from  various  causes  during  the  previous  twenty 
years  arranged  in  four  five-year  periods.  These  tables  are  llot  repeated, 
but  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  deaths  in  each  parish  for  the 
twenty-two  years,  1876-97,  from  each  of  those  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  ;  also  from  four  diseases  which,  though  formerly  included  in 
the  zymotic  group,  are  not  notifiable  ;  from  the  frequent  diseases, 
consumption,  lung  disease,  and  heart  disease  ;  and,  lastly,  from  all  causes. 
By  comparing  the  tables  in  the  Report  for  1895  with  the  present  one, 
the  death-rate  for  each  parish  can  be  easily  obtained,  and  also  the 
prevalence  of  each  group  of  disorders  in  each  five-year  period. 


Cholera  and  relapsing  fever,  though  included  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases,  are  here  omitted,  as  there  were  no  cases  recorded 
during  the  period. 


Table  showing  the  Deaths  from  various  causes  in  each  Parish  in  the  twenty-two  years,  1876-97. 
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In  1841,  the  Midhurst  registration  district  was  included  with 
Westhampnett,  Pet  worth,  and  Westbourne  for  statistical  purposes; 
this  large  area  had  a  population  at  the  census  of  1841  of  43,831  persons. 
There  were  in  that  year  1,388  births,  so  that  the  birth-rate  was  equal 
to  31*7  per  1,000  persons  living. 

The  deaths  in  1841  in  this  whole  area  were  805,  so  that  the  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  18*3  per  1,000  ;  the  deaths  from  what  would  now  be 
called  notifiable  diseases  were  94  in  number,  and  the  rate  was  equal  to 
2*14  per  1,000  of  population;  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases  the 
zymotic  mortality  was  equal  to  3*33  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  diseases  were  at  that  time  placed  in  the  zymotic  class  which 
included  16  disorders,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  146  deaths,  there 
were  10  other  deaths,  making  in  all  156  in  this  class,  viz.,  croup  3, 
influenza  3,  remittent  fever  2,  and  syphilis  1.  There  were  no  deaths  in 
1841  from  dysentery,  cholera,  thrush,  ague,  or  hydrophobia — diseases 
which  completed  the  16  members  of  the  group. 

In  1851,  the  population  of  the  Midhurst  district,  which  amounted 
to  12,259  in  1831  and  to  13,325  in  1841,  had  increased  to  13,599.  In 
the  eight  years,  1845-52,  there  were  within  this  area  3,258  births  and 
1,816  deaths;  the  mean  birth-rate  during  this  period  was  equal  to  30-1, 
and  the  mean  death-rate  was  equal  to  16*9  per  1,000  of  population.

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In  Table  3  the  death-rates  for  various  groups  of  diseases  are  given 
for  two  large  parishes  and  for  each  sub-district  for  a  period  of  twenty 
years. 

The  mean  general  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  was  14’9  per 
1,000  in  the  twenty  years  1876-95;  there  has  been  very  little 
variation  in  the  general  mortality ;  consumption  has  apparently 
decreased,  and  lung  diseases  have  increased. 

All  deaths  occurring  in  Easebourne  Workhouse  have  been 
distributed  to  each  parish  whence  each  inmate  came. 

The  above  death-rates  are  those  recorded  in  each  parish  and  they 
are  strictly  comparable  one  with  another.  In  comparing  this  district 
with  other  districts  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population,  which  is  mostly  of  a  rural  type,  makes 
the  mortality  appear  a  little  too  high. 


Taking  the  factor  of  correction  throughout  England  and  Wales  as 
unity  (1 -00000),  the  factor  for  correction  for  this  district  is  '91476  ; 
the  recorded  mean  death-rate  in  Table  3  of  14-94,  multiplied  by  this 
factor,  becomes  the  corrected  death-rate  of  13-67  per  1,000. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATE. 


During  the  year  1897,  the  births  of  346  children  were  registered  ; 
of  these  192  were  male,  and  154  were  female. 


Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  14,400,  the 
birth-rate  was  equal  to  24-0  per  1,000  persons  living.

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 


There  were  191  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  the  year 
1897,  and  of  these,  twenty-one  took  place  in  Easebourne  Workhouse. 
These  twenty- one  deaths  have  been  distributed  amongst  the  several 
parishes  whence  each  inmate  came,  viz.,  Lodswortli  3,  Easebourne  5, 
South  Ambersham  1,  Lurgashall  1,  Fernliurst  5,  Stedham  1,  Chithurst 
2,  and  Rogate  3. 

Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  14,400.  the 
death-rate  was  equal  to  13-3  per  1,000  persons  living.

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The  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  came  into  opera¬ 
tion  in  this  district  on  J anuary  1st,  1890.  There  were  55  cases 
notified  in  1890,  83  in  1891,  100  in  1892,  85  in  1893,  and  39  in  1894. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

A  detailed  description  of  the  new  works  for  water  supply  will  be 
found  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1894,  but  the  town  of  Midhurst  has 
not  yet  been  supplied. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

A  drainage  scheme  for  Midhurst  has  not  yet  been  carried  out,  and 
since  the  last  inquiry,  some  difficulties  have  arisen  in  connection  with 
obtaining  land  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage. 


In  October  it  was  found  that  the  sewers  laid  in  1885  at  Dodsley, 
Easebourne,  were  blocked,  and  that  parts  of  these  sewers  had  been  laid 
with  adverse  gradients.  The  defective  parts  were  taken  up  and  relaid 
and  proper  flushing  supply  provided. 


The  work  comprised  the  relaying  of  120  lineal  yards  of  8in.  pipe 
sewer;  244  lineal  yards  of  9in.  pipe  sewer;  14  house  drains  were  relaid. 


SYSTEMATIC  INSPECTION. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  routine  work  during  the  year  1897 
as  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  G.  Gibbs : —

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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

In  January  proceedings  were  taken  before  the  Midhurst  Bench  to 
close  a  house  in  the  parish  of  Cocking  in  the  occupation  of  William 
Walker,  when  a  closing  order  was  obtained. 

In  October  proceedings  were  taken  against  Andrew  Fish,  the 
occupier  of  a  slaughter  house  in  Church  Hill,  Midhurst,  for  infringe¬ 
ment  of  the  Slaughter  House  Bye-laws.  The  occupier  was  fined  Is.  and 
costs  and  ordered  to  comply  with  the  Byelawrs.  Extensive  structural 
alterations  have  since  been  executed  and  the  nuisance  abated. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

The  bakehouses  throughout  the  district  are  very  well  kept,  and  in 
no  case  is  there  any  drain  within  the  building  ;  they  are  limewashed 
twice  a  year. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  ten  slaughter  houses  are  very  fairly  kept,  and  any  refuse  or 
offal  is  removed  as  soon  as  possible ;  the  walls  are  regularly  limewashed. 
Two  licenses  for  the  erection  of  slaughter  houses  'were  refused  as  being 
too  near  dwellings.

INQUESTS. 

Inquests  were  held  in  seven  cases  : — Male,  59  years,  accidentally 
crushed  by  a  barn  being  blown  down  upon  him  ;  male,  28  years,  acute 
gastritis,  syncope  ;  female,  62  years,  effusion  of  blood  on  the  brain  ; 
male,  3  years,  accidentally  burnt  ;  female,  69  years,  fractured  thigh  by 
accidentally  falling  downstairs  ;  male,  40  years,  found  drowned  ;  female, 
60  years,  accidental  fall,  injury  to  brain. 

There  were  six  deaths  returned  as  “  not  certified  ”  during  the  year  : 
— Female,  80  years,  age  and  strangulated  hernia;  female,  74  years, 
cardiac  syncope ;  female,  87  years,  probably  heart  disease ;  male,  76 
years,  supposed  heart  disease  ;  female,  74  years,  probable  strangulation 
of  the  bowels  ;  male,  65  years,  probably  heart  disease.

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1895,  a  table  was  given  showing  the 
population  as  numbered  at  each  census  in  1861-91,  also  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  each  parish  ;  a  table  was  also  given  showing  the 
deaths  in  each  parish  from  various  causes  during  the  previous  twenty 
years  arranged  in  four  five-year  periods.  These  tables  are  not  repeated, 
but  the  accompanying  table  shows  the  deaths  in  each  parish  for  the 
seventeen  years,  1881-97,  from  each  of  those  diseases  which  are 
notifiable ;  also  from  four  diseases  which,  though  formerly  included  in 
the  zymotic  group  are  not  notifiable  ;  from  the  frequent  diseases, 
consumption,  lung  disease,  and  heart  disease  ;  and,  lastly,  from  all  causes. 
By  comparing  the  tables  in  the  Report  for  1895  with  the  present  one, 
the  death-rate  for  each  parish  can  be  easily  obtained,  and  also  the 
prevalence  of  each  group  of  disorders  in  each  five-year  period. 

Cholera  and  relapsing  fever,  though  included  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases,  are  here  omitted,  as  there  were  no  cases  recorded 
during  the  period.

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In  1841,  the  Westbourne  registration  district  was  included  with 
Petwortb,  Midhurst,  and  Westhampnett  for  statistical  purposes ;  this 
large  area  had  a  population  at  the  census  of  1841  of  43,831  persons. 
There  were  in  that  year  1,388  births,  so  that  the  birth-rate  was  equal 
to  31*7  per  1,000  persons  living. 

The  deaths  in  1841  in  this  whole  area  were  804,  so  that  tLe  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  18'3  per  1,000  ;  the  deaths  from  what  would  now  be 
called  notifiable  diseases  were  94  in  number,  and  the  rate  was  equal  to 
2*14  per  1,000  of  population;  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases  the 
zymotic  mortality  was  equal  to  3'33  per  1,000  persons  living.

These  diseases  were  at  that  time  placed  in  the  zymotic  class  which 
included  16  disorders,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  146  deaths,  there 
were  10  other  deaths,  making  in  all  156  in  this  class,  viz.,  croup  3, 
influenza  3,  remittent  fever  2,  and  syphilis  1.  There  were  no  deaths  in 
1841  from  dysentery,  cholera,  thrush,  ague,  or  hydrophobia — diseases 
which  completed  the  16  members  of  the  group. 

In  1851,  the  population  of  the  Westbourne  district,  which  amounted 
to  6,585  in  1831  and  to  6,699  in  1841,  had  increased  to  6,944.  In 
the  eight  years,  1845-52,  there  were  within  this  area  1,462  births  and 
959  deaths ;  the  mean  birth-rate  during  this  period  was  equal  to  26*6, 
and  the  mean  death-rate  was  equal  to  17*4  per  1,000  of  population.

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In  Table  3  tlie  death-rates  for  various  groups  of  diseases  are  given 
for  three  large  parishes  and  for  the  rest  of  the  district  for  a  period  ot 
fifteen  years. 

The  mean  general  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  is  15*0  per 
1,000  in  the  fifteen  years  1881-95;  there  has  been  very  little 
variation  in  the  general  mortality ;  consumption  has  apparently 
decreased,  and  lung  diseases  have  increased. 

All  deaths  occurring  in  Westbourne  Workhouse  have  been 
distributed  to  each  parish  whence  each  inmate  came. 

The  above  death-rates  are  those  recorded  in  each  parish  and  they 
are  strictly  comparable  one  with  another.  In  comparing  this  district 
with  other  districts  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population,  which  is  mostly  of  a  rural  type,  makes 
the  mortality  appear  a  little  too  high. 

Taking  the  factor  of  correction  throughout  England  and  Wales  as 
unity  (l’OOOOO),  the  factor  for  correction  for  this  district  is  '85571  ; 
the  recorded  mean  death-rate  in  Table  3  of  15*01,  multiplied  by  this 
factor,  becomes  the  corrected  death-rate  of  12*84  per  1,000.

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  90  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  the  year 
1897,  and  of  these,  8  took  place  in  Westbourne  Workhouse.  These

Margarine  is  not  much  in  demand,  but  in  such  cases  the  regulations 
of  the  Act  are  complied  with  ;  the  sale  seems  to  decrease. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  Bakehouses  are  sixteen  in  number ;  they  are  often  inspected, 
and  they  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition  ;  one  new  one  has  been  erected, 
and  one  old  one  has  been  closed  ;  one  which  has  been  disused  is  now 
used  again. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  five  Slaughter  Houses,  which  are  very  well  attended  to ; 
three  of  these  are  small  and  used  occasionally. 


ARTICLES  OF  FOOD. 

There  was  no  case  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  meat  or 
any  other  Article  of  Food,

The  area  of  this  Urban  Sanitary  District  was  extended  to  include 
the  civil  parish  of  Heene,  and  the  District  was  incorporated  as  a 
Municipal  Borough  by  a  charter  dated  15th  August,  1890.

The  West  Ward  has  the  highest  mean  number,  but  the  houses  are 
on  the  average  much  larger  than  in  the  rest  of  the  district,  and  a  large 
number  of  servants  are  kept ;  there  are  also  some  large  schools  which 
increase  the  average  in  each  ] louse. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATE. 

During  the  year  1897,  the  births  of  346  children  were  registered  ; 
of  these  153  were  male,  and  193  were  female. 

Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  20,100,  the 
birth-rate  was  equal  to  17 '2  per  1,000  persons  living,  against  a  rate  of 
23-4  in"l 891,  22-4  in  1892,  21*4  in  1893,  19*2  in  1894,  19*6  in  1895, 
and  20*2  in  1896. 

The  rate  varies  very  much  in  each  Ward,  and  it  depends  upon  the 
distribution  of  married  women  living  at  the  child  bearing  ages.  For 
this  reason  the  rate  is  low  in  the  West  Ward,  and  high  in  the  North¬ 
east  and  North-west  Wards.

The  general  birth-rate  is  low,  and  it  has  been  steadily  declining 
for  several  years-. 

In  England  and  Wales  the  birth-rate  during  the  year  was  29 '7  per 
1,000  persons  living,  a  rate  1’0  per  1,000  below  the  mean  rate  in  the 
ten  years,  1887-96. 

It  is  of  interest  to  compare  the  variations  in  the  birth-rate  during 
the  last  ten  years  under  the  Local  Board,  bearing  in  mind  that  the 
addition  of  the  West  Ward  has  slightly  helped  to  lower  the  rate.

The  decline  in  the  birth-rate,  not  only  here,  but  throughout  the 
whole  combined  district,  has  been  noticed  at  some  length  in  the  General 
Report.  Tn  the  five-year  period,  1876-80.  the  mean  annual  rate  was 


equal  to  27*4  per  1,000  ;  in  1882,  it  reached  its  highest  point  (  =  30*7),  and 
for  that  five-year  period,  1881-85,  it  was  equal  to  27*7  ;  in  1886-90,  it 
declined  to  24’8,  while  in  1891-95,  it  was  only  21*2  per  1,000  ;  in  the 
last  three  years,  the  rate  has  shown  a  still  further  fall. 


This  change  is  not  confined  to  West  Sussex,  but  it  is  common  to  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales. 


In  the  meantime  the  population  in  Worthing  is  increasing  rapidly, 
the  number  of  new  houses  occupied  since  the  census  of  1891  shows  a 
more  rapid  growth  of  the  population  of  the  Borough  in  the  last  few 
years  than  at  any  previous  period. 


GENERAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  256  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  the  year 
1897,  but  to  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  twelve  persons 
belonging  to  this  district  in  East  Preston  Workhouse,  and  of  five 
children  at  Swandean,  Burlington,  which  occurred  outside  the  area. 
From  this  total  number  of  273  there  must  be  deducted  the  death  of  one 
person  in  the  Worthing  Infirmary,  who  came  from  outside  the  district, 
leaving  a  total  of  272  deaths. 


Estimating  the  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  at  20,100,  the 
death-rate  was  equal  to  13*5  per  1,000  persons  living;  excluding  persons 
not  belonging  to  the  district,  the  rate  was  equal  to  12*3  per  1,000.

A  few  cases  of  scarlatina  were  met  with  in  the  first  nine  months  of 
the  year,  and  there  were  several  in  the  last  quarter,  chiefly  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  school  attendance ;  most  of  the  cases  were  mild  in  character 
and  the  mortality  was  very  low. 


The  annexed  tables  show  the  ages  and  sex  of  the  persons  attacked, 
and  the  months  in  which  each  disease  prevailed.  The  cases  and  deaths 
at  Swandean  are  included  in  the  numbers  given  for  Worthing.  Twenty- 
one  of  the  54  diphtheria  cases  and  22  of  the  44  scarlatina  cases  were  re¬ 
moved  from  Worthing  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.

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THE  NEW  WATER  SUPPLY  AT  WORTHING. 


A  description  of  the  new  waterworks  has  been  given  already  in  my 
annual  reports  for  1894  and  1896.  The  temporary  works  at  Broadwater 
were  closed  early  in  the  year  and  the  new  water  supply  was  opened  for 
Worthing  on  January  11th,  1897,  and  for  West  Worthing  on  January 
12th,  1897.  Many  houses  in  Broadwater,  West  Tarring,  Salvington, 
and  Durrington  are  now  supplied  from  the  same  source.  A  formal 
opening  was  made  with  some  ceremonial  on  April  26th,  1897. 


An  independent  analysis  was  made  by  The  Lancet ,  which  corresponds 
pretty  closely  to  one  made  later  in  the  year  hy  Dr.  Dupre,  E.R.S. 
These  should  be  compared  with  the  record  of  several  analyses  given  in 
my  report  for  1896,  pp.  174,  175. 


The  results  of  the  last  two  analysis  are  here  given  : — 


“  The  water  is  drawn  from  a  well  at  the  foot  of  the  South  Downs. 
The  new  works  which  are  to  replace  the  temporary  provision  were 
commenced  some  two  years  ago,  but  several  unavoidable  delays  have 
occurred.  They  are  situated  about  two  miles  north  of  the  town,  and 
with  the  pumping  station  and  reservoir  cover  about  three  and  a  half 
acres  of  ground,  the  reservoir  standing  further  northward  on  the  chalk 
soil  itself,  the  excavation  for  that  purpose  amounting  to  no  less  than 
12,000  loads.  The  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  about  2,000,000  gallons, 
which  should  serve  as  an  ample  stock  for  daily  supply,  the  requirements 
being  on  the  average  about  750,000  gallons  per  day.  The  walls  are 
very  solidly  built,  being  constructed  of  layers  of  concrete  asphalt  and 
very  hard  brick.  The  engines  to  be  used  alternately  are  each  of  about 
87  horse  power,  and  each  engine  and  set  of  pumps  is  capable  of  raising  a 
thousand  gallons  of  water  a  minute  to  a  height  of  215ft.  Every  possible 
precaution  has  been  taken  to  secure  the  water  in  the  well  against  con¬ 
tamination.  The  shaft  of  119ft.  is  cased  with  flanged  iron  shield  isd 
segments,  the  joints  being  made  of  pitch  pine  vertically  and  of  yarn  ane 
Russian  tallow  horizontally,  headings  having  been  provided  to  increase 
the  supply  150ft.  in  length,  6ft.  high,  and  4ft.  wide. 


“  At  our  request  the  Mayor  was  good  enough  to  forward  us  a  sample 
of  water  taken  from  the  reservoir,  which  we  have  duly  submitted  to 
analysis  and  exanimation  in  The  Lancet  Laboratory.  The  water  was 
contained  in  a  clean,  stoppered,  clear  glass  Winchester  quart  bottle. 
The  stopper  was  tied  down  with  leather  and  secured  with  string 
properly  sealed  :  1  Water  from  Reservoir,  Worthing  New  Permanent 

Waterworks,  taken  April  15th,  1897.’

“  These  results  are  in  perfect  accordance  with  those  obtained  with 
water  of  the  well-known  purity  and  character  furnished  from  the  chalk. 
Considering  the  results  as  a  whole,  there  is  not  the  slightest  indication 
of  contamination  with  objectionable  organic  matters.  This  is 
particularly  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  water  was  absolutely  free 
from  ammonia,,  contained  no  nitrites,  and  no  trace  of  phosphates,  while 
the  solids  on  ignition  yielded  no  smell  or  other  evidence  of  organic  matter 
present.  The  chlorides,  again,  are  typical  of  pure  natural  water,  and 
the  factor  ‘  oxygen  absorbed  ’  is  so  low  as  to  show  that  the  water  is 
quite  free  from  oxidisable  substances.  Since  the  water  is  well  aerated  it 
would  be  a  matter  of  surprise  to  obtain  any  other  result.  Again,  the 
amount  of  nitrates  is  distinct  and  in  a  quantity  characteristic  of  waters 
that  have  met  with  the  great  purifying  processes  of  nature.  The  sample 
was  bright  and  clear,  possessed  no  smell,  and  exhibited  a  slight  greenish 
tint  when  viewed  in  deep  column.  As  might  be  expected,  it  is  somewhat 
hard,  the  total  hardness  being  16*52°,  of  which  12*52°  are  removable  on 
boiling.  ” 

The  following  Report  of  Dr.  Dupre  upon  a  sample  of  water 
from  the  New  Waterworks,  submitted  to  him  on  the  2nd  October  last, 
was  read  : — 

Sample  contained  in  a  stoppered  Winchester  quart  bottle,  labelled, 
“  Water  from  delivery  pipe  of  pump  at  the  Worthing  Waterworks, 
taken  October  2nd.  1897." 

“  The  water  is  of  very  high  organic  purity,  and  it  shows  no  indica¬ 
tion  of  sewage  pollution.  It  is  fully  equal  in  quality  to  previous  samples 
taken  from  the  same  well,  which  is  the  best  evidence  one  can  have  that 
no  polluting  matter  has  found  access  to  the  well.”

Water  Supply  Account. 

Up  to  March  25th,  1893,  there  had  been  borrowed  the  sum  of 
<£21,640  for  the  purposes  of  water  supply  ;  .£2,030  had  been  paid  off’ 
by  yearly  instalments,  leaving  the  principal  then  owing  at  £19,609,  but 
in  reduction  of  this  amount  a  sinking  fund  had  accumulated  of 
£4,413  12s.  6d. 

At  March  31st,  1897,  this  old  water  debt  amounted  to  £18,581, 
as  a  further  sum  of  £1,028  had  been  paid  off  by  annual  instalments, 
and  the  sinking  fund  at  this  date  had  risen  to  £5,413. 

Between  1893  and  1897,  new  water  works  were  established  and  a 
fresh  amount  of  capital  was  borrowed  for  the  purpose,  the  loans 
received  amounting  to  £35,300  ;  there  was  also  a  sum  borrowed  of 
£22,900,  for  the  purchase  of  the  West  Worthing  Waterworks.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  new  outfall  works  and  the  newT  system  of  sewerage  have  been 
described  in  my  annual  reports  for  1894  and  1895.  The  system  was  in 
good  working  order  all  through  the  past  year. 

Up  to  March  25th,  1893,  the  loans  obtained  on  account  of  drain¬ 
age,  sea  defences,  street  improvements,  offices,  &c.,  came  to  <£58,800,  of 
which  sum  £19,862  was  paid  off  by  annual  instalments,  and  the 
principal  owing  at  that  date  stood  at  <£38,938,  in  reduction  of  this  total 
there  was,  howeyer,  a  sinking  fund  of  <£4,413  12s.  6d. 

On  March  31st,  1897,  this  old  debt  was  reduced  to  £32,186  by 
further  annual  repayments. 

Between  1893  and  1897,  fresh  loans  were  obtained,  viz.,  Drainage, 
<£35,849;  Sea  Defences,  £1,000;  Street  Improvements,  £500;  or  a 
total  sum  of  £37,349.

PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

In  continuation  of  my  Report  in  1896  on  the  condition  of  the 
Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  Borough,  I  append  the  following 
Report  of  the  Travelling  Architect  to  the  Education  Department  which 
was  received  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  on  March  26th,  1897. 

Several  alterations  in  the  schools  were  subsequently  carried  out 
and  the  Graham  Road  School  was  closed  in  October  last. 

“  Boys’  National  School. —  This  building  was  erected  in  1834.  It 
is  a  wretched  looking  school,  and  one  glance  at  the  exterior  is  sufficient 
to  produce  a  very  unfavourable  impression.  The  walls  toward  the  yard 
are  faced  with  flints,  and  there  is  evidently  no  damp  course,  which  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  discolouration  at  the  low  levels.  There  are  also  marks 
of  damp  inside  the  building  above  the  dado,  which  are  probably  produced 
by  defective  guttering,  &c.  The  school-room  is  not  satisfactory,  and 
derives  the  best  of  its  light  from  the  lantern  on  the  roof.  One  end  is 
only  8ft.  Sin.  high.  The  class-room  only  measures  8ft.  lOin.  to  the 
plate  and  lift.  Sin.  to  the  collar — it  is  chiefly  lighted  by  skylights,  and 
the  ventilation  is  unsatisfactory.  The  closets  consist  of  an  earthen¬ 
ware  trough,  with  hinged  seats  for  use  as  a  urinal,  which  must  tend  to 
the  fouling  of  the  surroundings — the  drain  appears  to  be  arranged  in  a 
satisfactory  way  ;  it  is  ventilated,  disconnected,  &c.  The  Managers  are 
thinking  of  enlarging  the  site,  and  propose  to  sweep  away  the  upper  room 
at  the  end  of  the  school-room,  &c.  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that  money 
should  not  be  spent  on  this  school  in  order  to  prolong  its  life. 

“Graham  Road  School. — The  main  room  measures  24ft.  by  35ft„ 
It  is  not  too  well  lighted  in  the  corner  next  the  stairs.  The  ventilation 
is  through  the  windows.  There  is  no  recognised  class-room  for  the 
girls,  but  they  use  a  room  in  the  upper  floor  for  this  purpose.  The 
infants’  room  is  lighted  on  one  side  only,  and  one  corner  is  dark. 
The  room  measures  10ft.  2in.  from  floor  to  ceiling,  instead  of  13ft.  The 
children  hang  their  cloaks,  &c.,  next  the  stairs  and  in  the  scullery.  The 
closets  are  very  close  to  the  building,  but  appear  to  be  well-flushed. 
The  yard  is  very  small.  There  are  115  girls  and  45  infants  on  the 
books.  The  17  desks  in  the  girls’  room  accommodate  95,  at  18in.  per 
child,  but  the  room  is  too  crowded.  One  hesitates  to  throw  out 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  this  school,  but  the  following  would 
be  necessary  : — The  removal  of  the  infants.  The  improvement  of  the 
infants’  room  for  a  girls’  class-room.  Cloak-room  accommodation  in 
place  of  scullery,  &c.  A  screen  for  separating  the  teachers’  stairs  from 
the  school,  which  would  involve  the  re-arrangement  of  the  foot  of  the 
stairs  and  a  new  doorway.  A  reduction  in  numbers  from  8ft.  to  10ft. 
per  child. 
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u  Christ  Church  (Boys). — The  main  room  measures  42ft.  9in.  by 
41ft.,  and  one-half  of  it  is  dependent  on  top  light.  It  is  an  incon¬ 
venient  shape  for  teaching  purposes,  and  the  desks  are  arranged  so  that 
the  children  sit  back  to  back.  The  class  rooms  derive  the  best  of  their 
light  from  the  roof,  as  the  windows  are  shaded  by  trees.  These  windows 
have  to  be  kept  closed,  to  avoid  annoyance  from  the  public  passage,  so 
that  the  rooms  are  dependent  on  tobin  tubes  for  fresh  air  inlets.  No 
doubt  the  skylights  render  the  rooms  hot  in  summer.  They  would  be 
better  arranged  with  vertical  lights,  which  could  be  opened  in  bad 
weather.  I  do  not  consider  the  school  suffers  much,  ‘  if  at  all,’  from 
the  absence  of  damp  courses.  The  damp  in  wall  was  caused  by  a  stopped 
pipe.  The  cap-rooms  are  not  very  satisfactory,  and  the  back  wall  of 
that  next  the  w.c.’s  is  damp,  and  both  want  better  ventilation.  The 
closets  are  arranged  on  the  trough  system.  The  playground  is  very 
small,  and  the  boys  drill  in  the  girls’  yard  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
road.  No  doubt  a  new  school,  with  bright  and  cheerful  rooms  and 
ample  playground  for  200  boys,  is  very  desirable,  but  I  see  no  sufficient 
reason  for  parents  to  object  to  send  their  children  to  the  existing 
premises  on  account  of  danger  to  health,  provided  the  Managers  spare 
no  pains  to  thoroughly  ventilate  the  rooms. 

“  St.  George’s  Schools. — The  lighting,  &c.,  in  the  boys’  school  has 
been  improved,  according  to  the  approved  Plans.  The  new  infants’ 
class-room  is  nearly  finished,  and  the  enlarged  infants’  school  will  relieve 
the  boys’  school  of  Standard  I.,  and  reduce  the  overcrowding.  The 
boys’  cap-room  is  to  be  enlarged  eventually,  but  in  the  meantime  the 
lobby  is  very  inconvenient,  having  three  doors  in  it,  and  only  measuring 
10ft.  by  6ft.  The  holly  tree  next  the  end  window  of  the  boys’  school¬ 
room  which  was  complained  of  by  the  Medical  Officer  as  obstructing 
light,  has  been  removed.” 


RAINFALL. 

A  full  account  of  the  rainfall  in  Worthing  will  be  found  in  the 
General  Report ;  also  a  description  of  the  climate  over  a  long  term  of 
years. 


SYSTEMATIC  INSPECTION. 

The  following  is  Mr.  Gardner’s  seventh  annual  Report,  showing 
the  work  carried  out  in  this  department  during  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1897 

The  usual  systematic  inspection  and  routine  work  in  connection 
with  the  following  premises  have  been  carried  out. 

The  three  Common  Lodging-houses,  five  slaughter-houses,  twenty- 
eight  bakehouses,  four  cowsheds,  five  dairies,  and  twenty-one  milk 
purveyors’  premises  have  been  frequently  inspected ;  the  Committee’s 
requirements  have  been  complied  with,  where  any  work  was  required 
to  be  carried  out. 


\ 
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FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  butchers,  fish,  provision  shops  and  Railway  Station  were 
visited  to  ascertain  whether  any  article  of  Food  was  exposed  for  sale, 
or  in  course  of  preparation  for  sale,  or  in  transit  which  was  unfit  for 
human  food,  and  I  have  to  state  that  no  unsound  food  of  any  description 
was  found. 


MARGARINE  ACT. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  observed  where  Margarine  is  sold. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

No  samples  of  food  or  drugs  were  purchased  for  analysis  under  this 
Act,  as  the  work  is  now  done  by  the  County  Council. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  no  large  factories  in  Worthing.  A  list  of  workshops 
within  the  Borough  was  received  in  January  from  the  Factory  Inspector 
for  the  District,  including  this  Borough,  but  no  important  action  was 
taken  during  the  year  owing  to  more  pressing  work  in  hand,  except  in 
the  case  where|an  attempt  having  been  made  to  re-open  an  underground 
bakehouse  at  No.  15a,  Montague  Street,  action  was  promptly  taken,  and 
the  premises  again  closed. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT. 


The  following  fourteen  houses  were  reported  during  the  year  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  : — 


(1) .  East  Ward  :  Nos.  51,  52,  53,  and  55,  Park  Road.  Proceed¬ 
ings  for  closing  orders  were  taken  on  October  28th,  1896,  when  the 
Magistrates  adjourned  the  summons  for  a  month  to  enable  the  owners 
to  comply  with  the  notices  served,  and  as  no  attempt  had  been  made  to 
render  the  premises  fit  for  habitation,  fresh  proceedings  were  taken,  and 
a.  closing  order  obtained  on  February  17th,  1897,  and  the  houses  were 
subsequently  closed. 

(2) .  North  East  Ward  :  No.  3  or  23,  Little  High  Street.  The 
agent  for  the  owner  closed  this  house  by  arrangement. 
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(3).  North  East  Ward  :  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  21,  22,  27,  and  29,  North 
Street.  Proceedings  were  taken  for  a  closing  order,  and  the  owner 
undertaking  to  close  the  houses,  the  summons  was  withdrawn.  They 
are  now  closed. 


(4).  Central  Ward  :  A  cottage  at  rear  of  Nos.  20  and  22,  South 
Street.  The  owner  closed  and  demolished  this  house. 


(5).  Central  Ward  :  Gloucester  Place,  No.  14.  An  intimation  was 
served  on  the  agent,  for  owner,  that  this  house,  owing  to  its  dilapidated, 
dirty,  and  insanitary  condition,  was  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  in 
consequence  these  premises  were  thoroughly  overhauled  and  put  in 
good  condition. 


COMPLAINTS. 

Thirty-seven  complaints  were  received,  each  was  promptly 
investigated,  and  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  or 
the  remedying  of  sanitary  defects  where  discovered. 


Attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  manure  brought  to 
the  Goods  Yard  at  the  Pailway  Station,  and  the  Company’s  attention 
drawn  to  the  By-laws,  with  the  result  that  the  manure  is  not  allowed 
to  remain  such  a  long  time,  previous  to  removal. 

The  nuisance  from  this  source  as  the  fruit  growing  industry 
increases  and  the  land  about  the  Station  becomes  more  built  upon  will 
be  more  difficult  to  deal  with  in  the  future,  and  provision  should  be 
made  for  unloading  this  material  at  the  north  east  of  the  Borough 
where  there  are  .very  few  houses,  and  where  the  majority  of  green¬ 
houses  exist. 

There  were  no  complaints  received  re  Sea  Weed  on  the  foreshore;  the 
quantity  of  weed  desposited  by  the  tide  on  the  foreshore  has  been 
steadily  decreasing  each  year  since  1891. 

Eleven  written  applications  were  received  under  Sec.  41  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts.  They  include  the  drainage  of  the  following  thirty- 
three  houses : — 

(1) .  Gordon,  Dagmar,  and  Alexandria  Villas,  Belle  Vue, 
Portland  Poad  :  It  was  found  necessary  to  make  a  new  connection  to 
the  sewer  in  Richmond  Poad,  and  reconstruct  the  drains  to  obtain 
sufficient  fall. 

(2) .  No.  1  and  2,  Palmerston  Terrace,  Crescent  Road:  The 
sewer  connection  and  house  drains  were  relaid,  and  provision  made 
to  drain  the  subsoil  of  these  houses. 
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(3).  Saxon  House,  Chesswqod  Road  :  Proceedings  have  been 
stayed  owing  to  the  house  becoming  empty. 


(4).  No.  21,  Seville  Road  :  Part  of  a  common  drain  and  the 
branches  from  this  house  have  been  relaid  to  an  intercepting  chamber. 


(5).  Warman  and  Redfern  Houses,  Seville  Road  :  The  drains  of 
these  houses,  now  combined,  are  to  be  separately  connected  to  an  in¬ 
spection  chamber  in  the  passage  at  rear. 


(6).  Nos.  32,  34,  36,  38,  40,  42,  45,  and  46,  Park  Road  :  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  being  made  to  relay  the  whole  of  these  drains  from  the  sewer 
with  means  of  access. 


(7.)  No.  7,  Warwick  Road  :  The  reconstruction  of  the  drains  is 
proceeding. 

(8).  Nos.  6,8,  10,  and  12,  Anglesea  Street:  The  reconstruction 
of  these  drains  was  found  to  be  necessary  as  regards  Nos.  6  and  8,  and 
the  work  is  proceeding. 


(9).  Nos.  5,  7,  9,  and  11,  Anglesea  Street  :  The  reconstruction  of 
the  whole  of  the  house  drains  and  eonnectien  to  the  sewer  was  found  to 
be  necessary.  This  work  is  proceeding. 


(10).  Moorsby  Cottage,  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5,  Norfolk  Street  : 
The  reconstruction  of  the  house  drains  and  a  new  connection  to  the 
sewer  in  Norfolk  Street  were  found  to  be  necessary.  This  work  is  in 
progress. 

(in.  No.  26,  Marine  Parade  :  This  drain  was  found  to  require 
reconstruction  and  means  of  access  to  be  provided.  This  has  also  been 
proceeded  with. 


« 

Proceedings  were  pending  at  the  close  of  1896  with  respect  to  four 
similar  written  applications  received,  and  included  the  combined  drain¬ 
age  of  the  following  thirty-three  houses,  which  have  been  in  each  case 
entirely  reconstructed  with  means  of  access  and  efficient  ventilation.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


One  hundred  and  eighteen  cases  were  inquired  into,  and  disin¬ 
fectants  were  supplied  free  of  charge  to  poor  people. 


Forty-three  cases  were  removed  to  Swandean,  and  the  premises 
were  disinfected  in  each  case  immediately  the  patient  had  left  the  house. 
Where  necessary,  advantage  was  taken  of  Sec.  5  of  the  Infectious 
Disease  Prevention  Act,  and  twenty-one  houses  were  cleansed  and 
whitewashed. 

At  each  house  where  infectious  diseases  occurred,  the  drains  were 
frequently  flushed  by  hose  until  after  the  premises  were  free  from 
infection. 

By  verbal  or  written  request  forty- two  premises  were  cleansed.

No  bedding  or  clothing  was  destroyed  as  no  necessity  arose,  but  a 
quantity  of  old  school  books  and  papers  at  a  private  school  was  destroyed, 
they  having  been  used  by  children  notified  with  infectious  disease. 
The  owner  did  not  apply  for  compensation. 


PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

There  were  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  eleven  Elementary 
Schools,  one  of  which  (the  Graham  Road  School),  was  closed  in  October, 
the  other  ten  have  been  visited  and  found  clean  and  well  kept. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  eight  of  these  schools  were  thoroughly  disinfected  in  the  Christmas 
holidays. 

Houses  Cleansed  under  Sec.  46  of  Public  Health  Act,  1875. — 
On  the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  ten  houses  were 
cleansed,  whitewashed,  and  purified. 


Overcrowding. — Four  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with,  the 
owners  or  occupiers,  acting  upon  an  intimation  in  each  case,  abated  the 
overcrowding  and  cleansed  the  premises. 
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Water  Inspection. — Five  samples  were  taken  : — 

(1).  Sample  from  a  local  well  supplying  water  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes  at  5,  Kilburn  Terrace,  Tarring  Road,  was  taken  on 
January  30th  and  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


(2).  From  the  pumps  in  engine  house  at  Broadwater,  taken  on 
April  15th  and  forwarded  to  the  Lancet  for  chemical  analysis. 


(3) .  As  last,  taken  on  April  21st,  also  forwarded  to  the  Lancet  for 

chemical  analysis.  s 

(4) .  From  the  reservoir  at  Broadwater  on  May  6th,  when  nearly 
empty,  and  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


(5).  From  the  pumps  in  engine  house  at  Broadwater,  taken  on 
October  2nd  and  forwarded  to  Dr.  Duprb,  F.R  S.,  for  chemical  analysis.

SUMMARY. 

Houses  Redrained. — Fifty-two  houses  and  premises  exclusive  of 
those  dealt  with  under  Section  41  were  entirely  redrained  with  means 
of  access  and  efficient  ventilation  provided,  and  the  surface  drains  in 
front  areas  of  19  houses  in  Heene  Terrace  were  entirely  reconstructed. 

House  Drains  Amended. — The  drains  of  46  houses  and  premises 
were  found  to  require  amendment. 


Drains  Stopped. — The  drains  at  41  premises  were  found  to  be 
choked,  they  were  opened  up,  unstopped,  and  defects  found  remedied. 

Defective  Sink,  Bath,  &c.  Wastes. — At  116  premises  defects  of 
this  nature  were  found  and  remedied. 

Defective  Rain  Water  Pipes. — At  118  premises  the  rain  water 
pipes  were  disconnected  from  the  drains  and  made  to  discharge  in  an 
approved  manner. 

Defective  W.C.’s. — At  119  premises  the  apparatus  were  found 
defective,  many  of  which  were  directly  supplied  with  water  from  the 
domestic  supply.  In  each  case  an  apparatus  of  approved  pattern  was 
fixed  with  separate  and  sufficient  water  supply  for  effectual  flushing  by  a 
siphon  flushing  cistern. 

Defective  Yard  Paving. — At  108  houses  the  yard  paving  was 
found  defective  and  was  remedied. 
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Dust  Bin. — Ninety-seven  houses  that  were  found  to  be  without 
dust  bins  have  been  provided  with  a  proper  receptacle. 


The  cost  to  the  Authority  for  instruments,  drain  testing,  materials,

SCARLATINA. 


Scarlatina  appeared  on  four  occasions.  A  girl,  aged  12  years,  was 
taken  ill  on  May  2nd  ;  the  son  of  a  visitor,  aged  9  years,  had  scarlatina 
on  May  18th,  ten  days  after  his  elder  brother  came  from  a  London 
Fever  Hospital  whither  lie  had  been  removed  in  London  five  weeks 
previously;  a  girl,  8  years  of  age,  fell  ill  on  June  12th  ;  and  a  boy, 
aged  7  years,  was  attacked  on  August  1st,  in  a  Lodging  house  when  on 
a  visit  from  London.  Each  case  was  of  a  mild  character,  and  in  each 
case  recovery  took  place.  In  two  instances  the  other  children  in  the 
house  were  at  once  removed,  and  in  no  case  was  a  second  person 
attacked.  The  children  were  isolated  as  far  as  possible,  and  after 
recovery  the  infected  rooms  were  disinfected  and  cleansed, 


Enteric  jever  was  notified  on  two  occasions,  but  there  were  no 
sanitary  defects  in  the  houses  where  each  case  occured,  and  there  was 
no  spread  of  the  disease ;  one  patient,  an  adult  female,  was  ill  early  in 
January,  and  the  other  patient,  an  adult  male,  fell  ill  in  February. 
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Erysipelas  was  notified  on  ten  occasions,  but  in  no  case  did  it 
prove  fatal.  Out  of  86  notifications  during  the  past  three  years, 
erysipelas  has  been  given  as  the  cause  43  times. 


From  July  1st,  1896,  to  June  30th,  1897,  the  Council  passed  plans 
for  70  new  houses,  and  16  plans  were  also  passed  for  alterations  and 
additions  to  premises.  The  town  water  is  now  laid  on  to  986  houses, 
showing  an  increase  of  270  in  the  last  three  years. 


COST  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS. 


There  was  raised  by  loans  up  to  March  31st,  1896,  the  sum  of 
.£18,669  ;  by  yearly  repayments  of  principal,  this  sum  was  at  that  date 
reduced  to  <£14,740  7s.  lOd. ;  in  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1897,  a 
further  amount  of  £993  10s  2d.,  was  paid  off,  thus  bringing  the 
original  loans  down  to  £13,746  17s.  8d.  An  additional  sum  of  £1,800 
was  borrowed  during  the  year,  so  that  the  principal  due  on  March  31st, 
1897,  was  £15,  546~  17s.  8d.

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 


There  were  45  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  the^year 
1897,  but  to  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  four  persons 
in  the  East  Preston  Workhouse,  which  is  outside  the  district,  so  that 
the  total  number  of  deaths  amounts  to  49  ;  of  these  27  were  male,  and 
22  were  females.

The  town  is  supplied  with  excellent  water  given  by  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk,  who  limits  the  quantity  used  daily  to  the  liberal  amount  of 
75,000  gallons.  Much  water  was  wasted  at  the  pumping  station  for 
the  low  level  sewer,  but  this  waste  is  now  checked. 


On  October  11th,  1897,  two  samples  of  the  water  were  sent  to  Mr. 
Moore,  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  Borough,  who  found  them  of  a  very 
good  quality.

One  old  one  has  been  pulled  down 
and  a  new  one  has  been  erected  on  another  site  in  a  more  isolated 
position.  The  meat  in  all  cases  has  seemed  to  be  of  very  good  quality.

These  are  three  in  number,  but  the  number  of  inmates  is  very 
small.  The  houses  are  very  well  kept.

INFANT  MORTALITY.

WATER  SUPPLY 

A  description  of  the  old  well  and  of  the  new  supply  and  boring  is 
given  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1892  ;  the  strata  bored  through  and 

the  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  are  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for 

1893,  so  that  these  descriptions  are  not  repeated  here. 

An  analysis  of  the  town  water  was  made  by  Dr.  Otto  Hehner,  the 
Public  Analyst  for  West  Sussex,  on  October  14th,  1897.

Bacteriological  examination  Satisfactory.  , 
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The  three  waters  are  exceedingly  soft  and  possess  all  the  characters 
of  greensand  waters.  As  far  as  chemical  analysis  is  capable  of  showing, 
they  are  perfectly  free  from  sewage  pollution,  a  conclusion  which  is 
fully  corroborated  by  a  bacteriological  examination.  They  may  safely 
be  used  for  drinking,  and  owing  to  their  softness  are  admirably  suited 
for  washing  and  cooking. 

The  turbidity  which  somewhat  spoils  their  appearance  is  of  an 
entirely  harmless  nature,  and  is  due  to  fine  particles  of  clay  in  suspension. 

The  water  as  it  issues  from  the  pipe  lining  the  well  contains  a 
considerable  amount  of  free  ammonia,  often  present  in  pure  greensand 
waters.  This  ammonia  almost  entirely  disappears  by  storage  in  the 
reservoir,  and  the  oxidisable  matter,  small  as  it  is,  also  markedly 
diminishes  at  the  same  time. 


Altogether  I  am  satisfied  that  the  supply  is  of  excellent  quality.

Water  Supply. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  a  systematic  inspection  of  the 
fittings  used  in  connection  with  the  town’s  water  supply  has  been 
carried  out.  The  inspection  was  commenced  on  November  4th,  and 
continued  at  such  intervals  as  our  other  work  would  allow  of,  until 
March  20th,  when  the  whole  of  the  fittings  had  been  inspected. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  defects  and  sources  of  waste 
discovered  : —

With  the  exception  of  one  case  of  the  first  named  defect  (and 
which  will  shortly  be  dealt  with),  all  the  sources  of  waste  as  enumerated 
above  have  been  remedied. 


In  five  cases  legal  notices  had  to  be  served  upon  the  property 
owners. 

As  a  result  of  the  inspection,  the  consumption  of  water  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  has  been  reduced  by  5,173,702  gallons 
and  that  in  the  face  of  the  addition  of  63  new  water  services  laid  during 
the  year,  and  of  the  dry  weather  which  we  have  experienced.  Had  it 
not  been  for  this  latter  cause  the  consumption  would  have  been  still  less. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  use  of  the  water  by  consumers 
has  in  no  way  been  restricted  ;  the  object  of  the  inspection  being  to 
prevent  waste,  and  to  abolish  fittings  which,  in  addition  to  being 
wasteful  and  insanitary  are  also  a  possible  source  of  pollution  of  the 
water  supply. 

From  the  particulars  given  it  will  be  seen  that  many  of  the  fittings 
condemned  were  of  a  very  objectionable  type. 
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Taking  the  number  of  consumers  as  being  8,000,  the  average  daily 
consumption  per  head  for  the  year  works  out  at  18-6  gallons.

In  October,  samples  of  the  water  taken  from  the  well  at  the  Water¬ 
works,  from  the  Star  Reservoir,  and  from  a  supply  tap  in  the  town 
situate  at  a  point  on  the  mains  furthest  from  the  Reservoir,  were 
submitted  to  Dr.  Hehner  for  analysis. 


The  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  has  been  received  for 
the  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  work  of  cleaning  out  and  lining  the 
Waterwork  headings,  altering  and  improving  the  connections,  &c.,  at 
the  Star  Reservoir,  and  the  laying  of  larger  mains  in  several  parts  of 
the  town,  and  these  works  will  be  commenced  at  an  early  date. 
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Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

At  the  close  of  February,  Messrs.  John  Taylor,  Sons,  and  Santo 
Crimp’s  sewage  disposal  scheme  was  sufficiently  advanced  to  allow  of 
pumping  the  whole  of  the  flow  of  the  sewage  to  the  Broadbridge  Sewage 
Farm  for  treatment  there,  and  this  has  been  done  ever  since.  As 
might  be  expected,  the  condition  of  the  river  shows  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment,  and  no  further  complaints  arising  from  its  foul  condition  have 
been  received. 

The  flood  gates  being  in  a  very  defective  state  have  been  replaced 
by  new  ones  of  improved  construction  giving  increased  capacity  of 
discharge,  and  allowing  of  much  easier  working.  Every  advantage  is 
taken  of  a  rise  in  the  water  level  to  lift  the  gates  and  flush  the  river 
bed. 


Existing  sink  and  stable,  &c.,  drains  when  found  to  be  connected  to 
storm  water  drains  are  disconnected,  and  connected  to  soil  drains. 


Sewer  ventilation  columns  are  being  erected  to  replace  surface 
openings  at  points  where  complaints  have  been  received  of  nuisance 
caused  by  smells  arising  ;  and  many  street  gullies  have  been  altered  and 
provided  with  deep  sealed  traps. 


A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  to  take  the  drainage  from  houses  being 
built  in  the  Oakhill  Road  and  neighbourhood.  The  total  length  of 
this  sewer  is  508  yards,  and  the  gradients  are  very  good.

PROCEEDINGS  BEFORE  THE  MAGISTRATES. 

A  farmer  was  summoned  on  October  11th,  for  exposing  on 
September  28th  for  sale  eight  pieces  of  beef,  weighing  145  lbs.,  which 
were  unfit  for  the  food  of  man  ;  the  meat  was  not  from  a  diseased 
animal,  but  it  had  been  kept  too  long.  He  was  fined  2s.  6d.  and  costs, 
in  all  14s.  6d. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  Common  Lodging  Houses,  both  of  which  are  well 
kept. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

These  are  twenty-two  in  number,  and  they  are  kept  in  good 
sanitary  condition. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  eight  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district,  and  these  have 
been  inspected  during  the  year  and  kept  fairly. 
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COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  are  ten  Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  but  they  are  nearly  all  on  a 
small  scale.  There  are  twenty-five  dairymen  and  cowkeepers  on  the 
register. 


INQUESTS. 


Inquests  were  held  in  ten  cases  : — Male,  6  years,  accidently  burnt 
by  the  fall  of  a  paraffin  lamp  ;  male,  2  years,  disease  of  lungs  ;  female, 
two  days,  debility  ;  female,  71  years,  accidentally  burnt ;  male,  31  years, 
suicide  by  shooting  while  temporarily  insane ;  male,  75  years,  acute 
pleurisy ;  male,  48  years,  suicide  by  cutting  throat ;  male,  65  years, 
disease  of  the  liver ;  male,  44  years,  fracture  of  the  skull  from  an 
accidental  fall  from  scaffolding ;  male,  one  day,  imperfect  expansion  of 
lungs. 

There  was  one  death  returned  as  “  not  certified  ”  during  the  year  : — 
Eemale,  66  years,  heart  disease.
